

Fundies seek 
apology from 
SF supes

■JP* he Washington D.C.-based Fam- 
I ily Research Council (FRC) has 
| called for an apology from the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors 
over an October letter written by Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz that stated there 
was a “direct correlation” between 
“horrible crimes committed against 
gays and lesbians,” such as the death 
of Wyoming college student Matthew 
Shepard, and the “Truth in Love” ad 
campaign FRC co-sponsored with 
other anti-gay organizations. 

FRC President Gary Bauer de¬ 
manded the apology in a November 
23 reply to the Board of Supervisors. 

Katz defended her letter’s contents, 
saying anti-gay speech by right wing 
groups and politicians leads to a cli¬ 
mate of hate that opens the door to 
horrible crimes. Katz said she is work¬ 
ing on a response to Bauer’s letter but 
she will not apologize. 

“I will not back off,” the openly les¬ 
bian supervisor told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter Tuesday, December 1. 

Katz sent her letter to Bauer short¬ 
ly after Shepard died October 12, after 
he’d been beaten and left for dead on 
a fence days earlier. Two men are in 
custody charged with the crime. “Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz denounces your 
hateful rhetoric against gays, lesbians, 
and transgendered people,” stated the 
letter submitted by Katz and signed 
by Gloria L. Young, clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors. “What happened to 
Matthew Shepard is in part due to the 
message being espoused by your 
groups that gays and lesbians are not 
worthy of the most basic equal rights 
and treatment.” 

The brief letter concluded, “It is 
not an exaggeration to say that there 
is a direct correlation between these 
acts of discrimination, such as when 
gays and lesbians are called sinful and 
when major religious organizations

Teacher sues Fresno over gay sting

T he Law Offices of Paul Wotman an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, November 24 it has 
filed a landmark civil rights class action 
lawsuit against the city of Fresno, due to an 
undercover operation that allegedly resulted 
in the wrongful arrest of gay male school¬ 
teacher Gabriel Morales. 

According to the complaint, the Fresno 
Police Department conducts “sting” opera¬ 
tions in parks believed to be frequented by 
gay men. The plainclothes police officers ap¬ 
proach men and inquire about engaging in 
sexual activity. Then, even if the men express 
no interest in sexual activity with the police 
officers, the officers allegedly arrest the men 
for loitering with the intent to solicit a lewd 
act in public. 

The complaint further alleges that police 
invite television news crews to the scene and 
report the arrests to the local media. 

The Morales case is one of hundreds of 
complaints against the city of Fresno, and 
was the incident that triggered the filing of 
the class action suit by Wotman’s office. 

Express questioning 

Morales was arrested mid-afternoon No- 


to the park’s restroom to blow his nose. 

Morales noticed a man'standiiig near the 
men’s room and looking in his direction as 
he approached. The two made eye contact as 
Morales entered the men’s room. 

Morales, who engaged the man in con¬ 
versation after initially believing he recog¬ 
nized the man, left the men’s room after the 
man said “it was chilly and [that] he was ner¬ 
vous because he did not do ‘this’very often,” 
according to the complaint. 

After leaving the men’s room, the man, 
later identified as Officer Todd Williams, fol¬ 
lowed Morales to a picnic area. The two sat 
on opposite sides of a picnic table and 
Williams asked Morales if he frequented the 
bars and clubs in Fresno, mentioning a bar 
called The Express. Morales told Williams 
that he didn’t go to bars and clubs. 

Morales then noticed in the distance an 
older man staring at the two of them. He re¬ 
members fearing that they might be targets 
of a mugging or assault, and suggested to 
Williams that they leave the area. 

Morales offered to show Williams around 
the park, but Williams didn’t express an in¬ 
terest so Morales stated that he had to get 
going and went back to his truck.

World AIDS Day ’98: 

the good news, the had news

E very hour, two Americans under the age 
of 20 become infected with HIV, ac¬ 
cording to a report from the Kaiser 
Family Foundation that was released on 
World AIDS Day, Tuesday, December 1. 
Every day, 390 people die of AIDS just in the 
country of South Africa. And in some na¬ 
tions on that continent, a quarter of the pop¬ 
ulation is infected with the virus. That is the 


reality of HIV/AIDS. 

The good news is that the rate of infec¬ 
tion among gay men in four cities - New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, and San Francis¬ 
co - has fallen 60-70 percent over the last 
decade. The data was presented at a Novem¬ 
ber meeting of the American Public Health 
Association. The decline is attributed to safer 
sex practices and to the death of people who 
were infected early in the epidemic. 

Combination therapy continues to work 
its magic for a substantial portion of those 


who have access to it. But success is not uni¬ 
versal and the number of deaths seems to be 
creeping back up.

Demo against United 
Airlines just in time 
for holiday travelers

' ' he holiday travel season is 

getting busier, and so are gay 
11 and lesbian activists angry 
about United Airlines’ ongoing 
legal opposition to San Francisco’s 
equal benefits law. Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden, Board of 
Supervisors President-elect Tom 
Ammiano, Supervisor Mark 
Leno, and members of Equal Ben¬ 
efits Advocates (EBA) will lead a 
demonstration against the airline 
this Tuesday, December 8 at Har¬ 
vey Milk Plaza in the Castro. In¬ 
terested community members are 
invited to join the protest of Unit¬ 
ed’s attempt to overturn the land¬ 
mark ordinance, which requires 
companies doing business with 
the city to offer all benefits to em¬ 
ployees’ domestic partners that 
they offer employee spouses. 

Although several pickets have 
been held in front of United’s 
downtown ticket office this year, 
Tuesday’s demonstration will be 
the first time an organized effort 
against the airline has taken place 
in the Castro by EBA, which only 
formed a few months ago. 

EBA co-chair Jeff Sheehy 
noted while explaining the need 
for the march that United recent¬ 
ly agreed to link lawsuits with Pat 


Robertson’s American Center for 
Law and Justice, and it is widely 
believed that United prompted 
the Air Transport Association to 
file suit against the city last year. 

Although U.S. District Court 
Judge Claudia Wilken ruled in the 
Air Transport Association case in 
April that airlines with city con¬ 
tracts cannot be required to offer 
health and pension benefits to 
their employees’ domestic part¬ 
ners, she upheld the bulk of the 
ordinance. United, which wants a 
multi-million dollar lease on 
ground facilities at San Francisco 
International Airport, then en¬ 
tered the suit in its own name. It is 
fighting provisions that would 
force it, as a lessee with the city, to 
offer other benefits such as travel 
and bereavement leave to employ¬ 
ees’ domestic partners. 

The next hearing is scheduled 
for next month in federal court. 

Fly your button 

Geoff Kors, a member of EBA 
and one of the people who helped 
write the original law in conjunc¬ 
tion with members of the Harvey 
Milk lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Democratic Club in 1996, 
said EBA will pass out buttons at 
the demo to travelers who must fly 
United, so that they can show the 
airline that they don’t support its 


discriminatory policies. 

“Holidays bring families to¬ 
gether,” said Kors. “United should 
support the families of all of its 
employees by ending this wasteful 
lawsuit and granting equal bene¬ 
fits now.” 

“I know many in our commu¬ 
nity have to fly United Airlines 
this holiday season,” Migden stat¬ 
ed. “However, we must send a 
clear message that the unholy al¬ 
liance of the religious right and 
United Airlines is unacceptable.” 

Added Ammiano, “The hierar¬ 
chy of United Airlines continues 
to work against its own employ¬ 
ees as well as the flying public. 
This is hardly a recipe for success.” 

Said Leno, “Especially at this 
time when we are subjected to 
continual scapegoating, our com¬ 
munity must take a firm stand in 
defense of our families, our rela¬ 
tionships, and our own self worth.” 

“Pat Robertson is not my co¬ 
pilot,” Sheehy said. “Like Matt 
Fong, United Airlines must learn 
that it cannot align itself with fun¬ 
damentalist hatemongers and still 
expect the support of the queer 
community.” ▼

Breast Cancer Action to hold fashion

' ■ ' ays and lesbians who are 
, boycotting United Airlines 
' because of its attempts to 
overturn San Francisco’s equal 
benefits ordinance may still find a 
good use for any accumulated 
United frequent flyer miles. Breast 
Cancer Action (BCA) hopes those 
people will donate the miles so the 
group can send seven treatment 
issues activists to Texas this month 
for the 21st annual San Antonio 
Breast Cancer Symposium. 

United’s willingness to spend 
millions of dollars on a lawsuit to 
avoid offering domestic partner 
benefits to its employees has 
prompted most gays and lesbians 
searching for alternate carriers 
[see story above], but BCA could 
use the miles that nobody else 
wants. Spokeswoman Holly An¬ 
derson told the Bay Area Reporter 


she is working with the airline to 
get on its charity list so frequent 
flyer miles can be combined. An¬ 
derson said BCA also accepts do¬ 
nations of American Airlines fre¬ 
quent flyer miles, but because 
those miles cannot be combined, 
only miles for full vouchers can be 
accepted. 

Such is not the case with Unit¬ 
ed, where “anything would help,” 
said Anderson. 

BCA also has ether, more 
down-to-earth, ways of enticing 
people to help fund its work. This 
Wednesday, December 9, it will 
host “Couture for the Cure,” dis¬ 
playing fashions by five up and 
coming Bay Area fashion design¬ 
ers while serving cocktails and 
canapes. The American designers 
have donated some striking de¬ 
sign illustrations, which have been 
framed and will be for sale with all 
proceeds going to BCA. 

Admission to the San Francis¬ 


co event is free, although dona¬ 
tions are greatly appreciated, said 
Robby Robinson, who’s helping 
organize the event. 

“It’s going to be beautiful,” she 
added. 

Designers Andrea Armour, 
Robert Berry, George Diao, Kirsty 
Kelly, and Hester Michael are par¬ 
ticipating in the live fashion show, 
where the models have donated 
their time. Gay philanthropist 
James Hormel and his partner 
Timothy Wu are on the host com¬ 
mittee for the event. 

BCA is dedicated to inspiring 
and compelling the changes nec¬ 
essary to end the breast cancer 
epidemic. ▼

•C , gay San Francisco resident 
filed suit Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 30 against his former 
employer, computer publishing 
giant Ziff-Davis, alleging sexual 
orientation discrimination, sexu¬ 
al harassment, wrongful con¬ 
structive termination, emotional 
distress, and related charges. 

Born in Beirut, Lebanon, Hus¬ 
sein Hammoud had been em¬ 
ployed by Ziff-Davis’s New York 
offices since September 1995 and 
was promoted and transferred to 
the company’s San Francisco of¬ 
fices in early 1997. There he rose 
to the position of network man¬ 
ager, responsible for maintaining 
computer servers and networks, 
and became a leader in develop¬ 
ing the company’s MacWorld and 
cable television station ZDTV 
projects. Both projects were al¬ 
legedly pulled from Hammoud by 
Ziff-Davis in retaliation for com¬ 
plaining to the company’s human 
resources department about his 
working conditions. 

Hammoud alleges that during 
more than two years of employ¬ 
ment with the company, he was 
subject to disparaging remarks 
about his sexual orientation and 
his ancestry. Eventually, after the 

MCC-SF co-founder 
Austin Amerine dies

T he Reverend A. Austin Amerine, who traveled with five others 
from Los Angeles in 1970 to start Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco, died Saturday, November 21 in Belle¬ 
vue, Washington. He was 76. 

Amerine served as an assistant pastor at MCC-SF, where he was 
also choir director, recalled the Reverend Michael England, senior 
pastor at MCC of Greater Hayward, who arrived in San Francisco 
and joined the church in 1972. 

Amerine served as the first full-time district coordinator in the Uni¬ 
versal Fellowship of Metropolitan Community Churches (UFMCC) 
and was the founding pastor of MCC Portland, Emmanuel MCC in 
Spokane, and Overlake MCC in Bellevue. He was also instrumental in 
starting MCC congregations in Salem and Roseburg in Oregon and 
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Hussein Hammoud 


company’s human resources de¬ 
partment did not address the 
problem, he complained to the 
San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, and was terminated 
from the company March 31. 

Attorney Tyler Shaw of the 
Law Offices of Paul Wotman an¬ 
nounced the filing, in which 
Hammoud reports comments 
from co-workers and superiors 
including “pretty boy,” “bitch,” 
“little faggot,” “fudge packer” as 
well as racial slurs including 
“camel jockey,” “sand nigger,” and 
“little terrorist.” The complaint 
also states that a former colleague 


of Hammoud referred to gays as 
“disease-infected.” Co-workers 
were also reported to have taunt¬ 
ed Hammoud by claiming “Arabs 
make great cab drivers.” 

Hammoud’s immediate super¬ 
visor Greg Salzman had, on many 
occasions, referred to oral sex and 
allegedly told Hammoud to “blow 
me.” Salzman also left a voice mail 
message for Hammoud, instruct¬ 
ing him to call a telephone num¬ 
ber to a gay sex parlor. 

The suit alleges violations of 
the California Labor Code and the 
Fair Employment and Housing 
Act, and seeks compensation for 
wage loss, emotional distress, at¬ 
torney’s fees and punitive dam¬ 
ages. 

Ziff-Davis, a worldwide pub¬ 
lisher of computer periodicals in¬ 
cluding PC Magazine , PC Com¬ 
puting , and PC Week is further 
named in the suit for wrongful 
termination or constructive ter¬ 
mination due to the company’s 
failure to take reasonable steps to 
assure a safe and non-hostile 
work environment. 

Ziff-Davis human resources 
did not return B.A.R. calls about 
the lawsuit. A status conference 
on the lawsuit is scheduled for 
May 7.

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Gay cop’s spirit lives 
on in Mission toy drive 


Benefit Tuesday

he spirit of a gay San Fran¬ 
cisco policeman who died 
several years ago lives on in 
the “Holiday Magic in the Mis¬ 
sion” toy drive that kicks off with 
a benefit this Tuesday, December 
8 at Bruno’s in the Mission. The 
late Ray Benson, a highly decorat¬ 
ed gay police officer and who was 
the community relations officer at 
the Mission station, started the 
toy drive five years ago. This year, 
the effort is getting a jump start, 
thanks in part to several gay busi¬ 
nesses that are getting involved as 
well as more Mission merchants. 

In years past, as many as 2,000 
children a day would come to the 
Mission station to see Santa Claus 
and get a picture with the jolly old 
elf and a toy, said Ethel Newlin, 
who worked with Benson on the 
toy drive and continues to be in¬ 
volved in the effort. The giveaway 
now takes place in a room at the 
station named for Benson, said 
Paul Pendergast, who’s handling 
publicity for the Tuesday benefit. 
“Last year they gave away nearly 
4,000 toys to kids in the Mission,” 
said Pendergast. 

He added that the Mission 
Merchants Association is very in¬ 
volved in the effort this year. The 
group’s president is gay business¬ 
man Jose Najar, who runs the An- 
dora Inn and serves on the city’s 
Small Business Advisory Com¬ 


mission. Last year was the first 
time the merchants’ group took 
part in the event, Najar said. 

“The first one last year was re¬ 
ally successful, we collected $350,” 
Najar told the Bay Area Reporter, 
referring to participation by the 
merchants’ group. He said the as¬ 
sociation hopes to raise more 
money this year and encouraged 
interested people to come to Tues¬ 
day’s fundraiser. Since he became 
president of the merchant associ¬ 
ation, Najar said membership has 
increased from about 30 to over 
100 members. 

Newlin, who was a close friend 
of Benson’s, told the B.A.R. that 
she has helped keep the toy drive 
alive. Five years ago, then-Captain 
Joaquin Santos, who headed the 
Mission station, approached Ben¬ 
son with the idea, saying a toy 
drive was needed for the children 
in the neighborhood. Santos, now 
a deputy police chief, still comes 
down to the station for the event, 
Newlin said. 

In an effort to raise more 
money, this year’s benefit is more 
formal, with only cash donations 
being accepted. Ticket prices to 
the event are $25, $50, or $100 per 
person, Pendergast said. “This 
year we’ve turned up the volume 
to raise additional funds to buy 
more toys to be given away since 
the need grows each year.” 

Production, website creation, 
graphic design, and publicity have 
been donated by area gay business

owners, he added. 

Benson, who died of complica¬ 
tions from AIDS in June 1995, was 
the only officer to have won the 
coveted “My Favorite Cop” award 
twice, in 1985 and 1992. He was 
awarded the department’s Medal 
of Valor in 1993. Benson was the 
gay community liaison under for¬ 
mer Chief Frank Jordan and 
fought against the stereotypes of 
gay men for some 15 years. In ad¬ 
dition to helping start the holiday 
toy drive, Benson founded the 
Golden State Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation, which has evolved into a 
statewide organization for gay 
and lesbian peace officers. ▼

Court refuses Boy Scouts case

T he Supreme Court has re¬ 
fused to review the case of 
Charles Merino, a Southern 
California police officer who 
contended he was prevented 
from organizing a Boy Scout Ex¬ 
plorer post at his department be¬ 
cause the Boys Scouts believed he 
was a homosexual. 

Merino lost in the California 


courts, and had asked for the U.S. 
Supreme Court to review 
whether he was denied equal 
protection under the Constitu¬ 
tion. 

The justices denied review 
Monday, November 30 without 
comment. The case has no na¬ 
tional legal significance. 

The San Diego County Coun¬ 
cil of the Boy Scouts of America 
argued in a brief that the 
Supreme Court should not re¬ 


view Merino’s case. The brief said 
that Merino cited state law in his 
lawsuit in the lower courts, and 
only raised the issue of constitu¬ 
tional protection in asking the 
Supreme Court for review. 

The Supreme Court usually 
refuses to review issues which 
have not been raised in the lower 
courts during the life of a case.

Castro shop offers 
service post office won’t

business P.O. Plus announced 
this week that it will offer 
neighborhood residents free pick¬ 
up and storage services of medi¬ 
cine, providing the kind of service 
no longer available at the former 
post office at 18th and Diamond 
Streets. As reported in last week’s 
Bay Area Reporter, the post office 
was converted November 9 to a 
new “Postal Retail Store” that now 
provides an array of consumer re¬ 
tail items - but no longer provides 
parcel pick-up and storage services. 

Residents of the Castro must 
now venture an additional 18 
blocks to the post office at 15th and 
Bryant streets to pick up parcels. 
The service reduction at the station 


has upset many residents and has 
prompted calls for a return to the 
former, more functional post of¬ 
fice. It is particularly inconvenient 
for neighborhood residents who 
get AIDS drugs and other medica¬ 
tions through the mail. 

For those people, P.O. Plus 
manager Paul Moffett told the 
Bay Area Reporter, “The staff on 
Castro Street is proud to be able 
to step in and provide this service 
until the U.S. Postal Service solves 
their parcel storage problem. 

“As a community service,” 
continued Moffett, “P.O. Plus will 
pick up medications for free.” The 
usual fee is $2 per parcel, plus a $2 
storage charge after the first day. 

“All they [residents within the 
affected zip codes] need to do is 
bring the yellow post office slip to 
us and sign it over to P.O. Plus for 


pick-up. The next morning we’ll 
get their meds and they’ll be ready 
for pick-up at our store by noon,” 
said Moffett. 

Customers may also use P.O. 
Plus for Federal Express, United 
Parcel Service, and other delivery 
services by making prior arrange¬ 
ments for parcel delivery to the 
store at 584 Castro Street. Moffett 
said the staff of P.O. Plus hopes 
this solution will “make things 
easier and be a benefit to our 
community. We are happy to be 
in a position to help out.” V

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Time to apologize? 


1 s 11 rapes are terrible. Nobody would 

• suggest that any true rape is less than 
i,i m awful (except, probably, rapists), but 
it may be said that some are more awful. 
One way assailants can make a rape espe¬ 
cially stomach-churning is to force the vic¬ 
tims to respond with feigned pleasure or 
participate in rituals. Many of the more 
sadistic rapists demand their prey kiss them 
and call them adoring names, even as the 
perpetrators violate them and plan to kill 
them. Others derive a sense of power from 
the terror they create, and only want to hear 
their victims beg for mercy. Both kinds of 
behavior are, when non-consensual, bestial. 

And that is exactly the kind of behavior 
to which Gary Bauer’s Family Research 
Council (FRC) stooped this week, when it 
demanded the San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors apologize for fighting back against 
FRC’s vicious attacks on the gay communi¬ 
ty. In case you missed the story on page one, 
Bauer and FRC say they are outraged by any 
suggestion that their hate speech leads to 
hate crimes, and have fired off a letter de¬ 
nouncing our city leaders for believing oth¬ 
erwise. The letter to the supes quotes a few 
words from the anti-gay ads FRC sponsors- 
“every human being is precious to God and 
is entitled to respect” - as some sort of (to 
use a phrase increasingly heard in America 
these days) exculpatory evidence, as if in¬ 
cluding that phrase made up for years of 
trying to exclude us from legal protections. 

Make no mistake about it; FRC knows 
that including the phrase would not lead 
anyone to soften their stance against gay 
people. If it had, FRC would have removed it 
from the ads. The groups were not shelling 
out $20,000 a page to make anyone like us 
more. They were doing it to make people 
fear us, mistrust us, and hate us. And when 
people hate, they do hateful things, like 
killing Matthew Shepard. 


That is what Supervisor Leslie Katz 
pointed out to FRC. Ajid that is what 
has prompted Bauer to send the 
letter to the supes (and press re¬ 
leases to the far corners of this , 
globe) demanding an apology. 

And that’s what’s prompted us to 
think about those stories rape sur¬ 
vivors tell, about the men who system¬ 
atically tormented them but made them 
“show respect.” 

Which is why we hope the 
supes take FRC up on its offer 
of a meeting. An open meeting, 
with the citizens of San Francisco who can 


explain why the organization and its bud¬ 
dies make us feel like rape victims. How 
they systematically torment us with 
their pronouncements that we don’t 
deserve the same basic rights as 
everyone else. That we know the cor¬ 
relation between one person saying 
we aren’t worth protection, and an¬ 
other person hearing we are worth- 
^ less. And that too many of us know 
first-hand that when we are 
perceived as worthless, we get 
beaten and killed. 

Is an apology in order? Cer¬ 
tainly. But from us to them? Get real. ▼

4 % ome time has passed since the mur¬ 
der of Matthew Shepard. Our cool¬ 
ly munity, which organized quickly and 
effectively in response to the news of this 
heinous crime has, in some circles, returned 
to business-as-usual. I, too, find myself 
longing to forget - to return to my life of 
school, friends, and career. I want to put 
some distance between the reality of 
Matthew’s murder and my own life. Perhaps 
this is my way of trying to convince myself 
that it couldn’t happen to me - here in the 
supposed safety of fair San Francisco. 

Almost as an ongoing wake-up call, my 
business-as-usual routine has been contin¬ 
ually interrupted by news of more hate vio¬ 
lence. My aunt from New Jersey sent me a 
news article detailing the bludgeoning of 
my favorite seashore drag performer. She 
was left to die under the boardwalk in Wild¬ 
wood New Jersey, lending pathetic irony to 
the Bette Midler boardwalk song she used 
to lip synch with such pride and expertise 
during the many summers I stood to cheer 
for her. 

That evening a friend and colleague was 
sexually assaulted in a San Francisco State 
University bathroom. Hers was the seventh 
sexual attack on a woman at SFSU this year. 

Yesterday I received word that yet anoth¬ 
er friend had succumbed to AIDS-related 
cancer. He’d been sick on and off for the 
past two years. I had been meaning to call 
him for months and didn’t get around to it. 
It’s too late now. 

The more I think about these events, the 
more I see the connections between differ¬ 
ent forms of violence and oppression. They 
are the same voices, preaching hate at rainy 
Wyoming funeral, that continue to dis¬ 
criminate against and objectify women as 
second-class sexualized objects. How can we 
be surprised, then, that women are being at¬ 


tacked in San Francisco restrooms and drag 
queens lay dying next to old Coors cans be¬ 
neath seedy boardwalks? Sadly, I would be 
surprised if this were not happening. These 
forms of violence seem to be the logical re¬ 
sponse to a system and society that supports 
the objectification and marginalization of 
women and gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender persons. 

Although I am aware of this web of in¬ 
terlocking oppressions, I still sometimes 
catch myself getting caught up in what 
I’ve come to call the oppression game. 

How often do we minimize the vio¬ 
lence and oppression experienced 
by other communities because we 
view our own oppressive experi¬ 
ences as more relevant? How often 
do we talk about violence in other 
communities as not being about 
us? Never was this repre¬ 
sented more clearly than 
during a rally for the late 
Matthew Shepard. As a 
speaker was discussing anti-Semitic vio¬ 
lence and its connection to all hate crimes, 
a rally participant shouted for her to shut 
up because anti-Semitic violence had noth¬ 
ing to do with the death of Matthew Shep¬ 
ard. In other words, “My oppression is better 
than yours and yours has nothing to do with 
mine!” But doesn’t it? 

Despite our best intentions, or hours of 
psychotherapy, the messages women and 
people in the queer community hear are al¬ 
ways internalized on some level. How does 
this internalized oppression translate into 
behavior? With these messages of hate play¬ 
ing through my consciousness, am I more 
apt to walk home through that dark neigh¬ 
borhood alone? Will I be less apt to defend 
myself from danger? Will I be more apt to 
engage in unsafe sex? In the dark corners of 
my mind, do those messages tell me that as 
a gay man I deserve violence, disease, and 
death? Dr. Gregory Herek from the Univer¬ 


sity of California at Davis, in his analysis of 
the relationship between internalized ho¬ 
mophobia in HIV infection, offers an un¬ 
equivocal yes. Furthermore, Herek says that, 
not only does HIV infection complicate in¬ 
terpersonal relationships, but also people 
with HIV are also more vulnerable to dis¬ 
crimination and hate violence. 

Identifying the connections between 
hate violence, internalized homophobia, 
and HIV prevention requires a redefinition 
of how we think about these three concepts. 
It requires a community coming together 
to confront hate violence on each of these 
levels simultaneously. It requires strategies 
__ for confronting the attacker with- 
in as well as the attacker without. 
Perhaps now more than ever, 
our community needs a forum 
to discuss these topics and 
strategize for a proactive 
confrontation of hate-vi¬ 
olence and HIV. 

Bam! Pow! Crunch! is 
a one-time self-defense training and com¬ 
munity discussion about hate violence and 
HIV prevention for gay, lesbian, transgen¬ 
der, and bisexual folk of all ages. It is spon¬ 
sored by the Stop AIDS Project in conjunc¬ 
tion with Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence (CUAV). The forum will take place 
this Saturday, December 5 at 2 p.m. at the 
Harvey Milk Civil Rights Academy, 4235 
19th Street at Cotlingwood in San Francis¬ 
co. 

So join us for an afternoon of laughs, 
food, and community discussion. Dress 
comfortably for the self-defense training 
portion of the afternoon, and come pre¬ 
pared for more fun than you ever had in 
gym class. ▼

A queer - uh, gay - challenge 

I’m a 21-year-old San Francisco voter, student, 
queer youth activist, poet, and office worker at a local 
publishing company. Like many, I’ve been following 
the issues related to Mayor Brown and the impact that 
his policies have had on the City and County of San 
Francisco. The mayor has endured an onslaught of 
criticism and unrest from San Francisco voters and 
residents, the local media, and not to mention a pie in 
the face. To some this might not come as a surprise, 
but all in all it should come as a wake-up call. 

Mayor Brown has done much to influence, carry, 
and support our great city at the local, state, and na¬ 
tional level. However, I’ve been saddened by his (my 
perception only) hesitance to return home, to San 
Francisco, where we need him. I feel like the mayor 
came out on top in his last election with amazing sup¬ 
port from all of our diverse communities, yet he has¬ 
n’t returned to those communities to show his con¬ 
tinued support of them. The mayor has been over¬ 
whelmed by outside influences pertaining to the in¬ 
terests of our city on the state, national, and interna¬ 
tional levels. Though I do not see this as a mistake or 
fault of his own, I’d seriously encourage the mayor to 
return to his home base, this city. 

What I’m proposing is that the mayor take the 
peoples’ needs seriously and make a return to com¬ 
munity instead of always sending a liaison or not 
showing up at community events he was expected to 
be at, like the National Coming Out Day celebration 
in Dolores Park on October 11, 1998.

The Board of Supervisors have been doing more 
local interaction of late (mainly the hate crime move¬ 
ment) than the mayor. This interaction with the citi¬ 
zens of San Francisco has shown us that our Board of 
Supervisors are not dependent, but coexisting with 
the mayor and are supported by the people of this 
city; that’s obvious from all their re-elections. 

What I’m saying is that I don’t disagree with the 
mayor, but I wouldn’t vote for him at this time be¬ 
cause I don’t feel like he truly cares about my vote or 
anyone else’s. This isn’t a political agenda, these are 
the hearts and needs of his people. I’m only 21, but 
I’ve heard your call as far as needing reliable heart 
back within our city government. That’s why I’m con¬ 
sidering running against the mayor next year if his ef¬ 
forts or record doesn’t improve.

Seconds later, accord¬ 
ing to the victim, the panhandler 
knocked him to the sidewalk and 
began beating him. The victim 
scrambled to his feet and ran into 
a nearby store for help. The store 
owner reached behind the 
counter and hit the victim across 
the side of the head with a board. 
The police arrived on the scene 
and took a report and description 
of the suspect. The victim refused 
medical help, and because he 
would not cooperate with the po¬ 
lice, all they could do was look for 


the suspect. No suspect was 
found. Because there were no eye¬ 
witnesses and because of the vic¬ 
tim’s behavior, police had no 
grounds to cite the store owner, 
who claimed he was defending 
himself. 

Bus accident update 

The blind man who was hit by 
a tourist bus at the intersection of 
Larkin and Ellis is recovering 
nicely, but it seems the whole 
thing may have been avoidable. 
No one had offered to help the 
man cross the street where, as this 
column reported last week, the 
streetlight was not working prop¬ 
erly. There are a number of peo¬ 
ple in our neighborhood who 
have suffered HIV-related vision 
loss. In days gone by, it was com¬ 
mon courtesy to assist those who 
needed help crossing the street. It 
would be a terrible thing for that 
courtesy to become a thing of the 
past. Take a moment to help, and 
maybe prevent injury and death. 

Holiday time in the Castro 

If you go to the Castro to do 
your holiday shopping this time 
of year, remember that the park¬ 
ing situation gets more difficult 
every day. Make sure that you 
park in an area where you won’t 
get cited. Keep an eye on the me¬ 
ters, and don’t leave anything in 
your vehicle that would be a tar¬ 
get for area thieves. Stereos and 
bikes are in big demand, so secure 
everything. 

Castro Street still has ongoing 
panhandling, and in some cases 
the panhandlers are aggressive. 
Do not respond to aggression by 
physical force. Instead, flag down 
the beat officer and have these 
people removed from the area.

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Politics is women’s work

It | I f hile women held their 
own in the U.S. Senate and 

1 i gained two seats in the 
House of Representatives in last 
month’s elections, it was at the state 
level that produced the most dra¬ 
matic results of female candidates 
gaining power at the ballot box. 

The new 106th Congress that 
takes office in January will find a 
record 56 distaff House members 
(a gain of two) while the number 
of women U.S. senators remains at 
nine (six Democrats, three Repub¬ 
licans); the same as before the No¬ 
vember 3 election. In the Senate, a 
loss by Illinois Democrat Carol 
Mosley-Braun was offset by for¬ 
mer Congresswoman Blanche 
Lincoln’s (D) victory in Arkansas. 

The number of women gover¬ 
nors, incidentally, stays at three 
after re-election victories by GOP 
Governor Jane Hull of Arizona 
and Democratic Governor 
Jeanne Shaheen of New Hamp¬ 
shire. (Republican Governor 
Christine Whitman of New Jer¬ 
sey was not up.) Nationally, 
women state level executives, in¬ 
cluding governors, will rise to 91 - 
a new record. In Arizona, not only 
did the incumbent Hull win re- 
election, but women also staged a 
virtual statewide takeover, win¬ 
ning all top five state constitu¬ 
tional offices. 

In nearly all cases where 
women candidates won Senate, 
House, and gubernatorial offices, 
the national parties heavily 
backed the successful candidates 
financially. By contrast, in two 
cases where women nominees lost 
in the state of Washington - U.S. 
senate candidate Linda Smith, a 
maverick Republican who had 
often bucked her party on issues 
such as campaign finance reform, 
and Democrat Grethe Cammer- 
meyer, a lesbian candidate for a 



House seat - neither of the 
women received any notable help 
from their respective national 
party organizations and both lost. 
As with male candidates for pub¬ 
lic office, money (or, in particular, 
money from their national party 
organizations) is apparently still 
the “mother’s milk” of a success¬ 
ful campaign. 

In California, the new Legisla¬ 
ture will include 10 women mem¬ 
bers in the 40-member state Sen¬ 
ate, while the 80-member Assem¬ 
bly will have 20 female members. 
This 25 percent figure in the new 
Legislature marks the first time 
that California exceeds the na¬ 
tional average for women legisla¬ 
tors, which is 22 percent. Howev¬ 
er, California still ranks behind 
most other western states in this 
category: 41 percent of the state 
legislators in Washington state are 
women, for example; the figures 
are 36 percent in Arizona and 
Nevada, 33 percent in Colorado, 


and 30 percent in Oregon. 

As with the rest of the country, 
most women legislators in Cali¬ 
fornia are Democrats, two of the 
more powerful being lesbian De¬ 
mocratic powerhouses Carole 
Migden of San Francisco and 
Sheila Kuehl of Los Angeles. 
There is obviously some way to go 
before we see true parity among 
the sexes in the Legislature, but 
the increased presence of women 
in Sacramento’s lawmaking body 
shows progress - and with 
California Governor- 
elect Gray Davis taking 
office in January as the 
first Democratic gover¬ 
nor in 16 years, and 
with Democrats con¬ 
trolling both houses 
of the state Legisla¬ 
ture, these 
women law¬ 
makers can be 
expected to 
bring attention to important leg¬ 
islation that has been ignored for 
too long under Republican gover¬ 
nors who have often been hostile 
to certain kinds of badly-needed 
and often-ignored legislation. 

(Not all victorious women 
were Democrats, of course: last 
month’s elections brought two 
county sheriffs to the state for the 
first time ever - Laurie Smith of 
Santa Clara County and Virginia 
Black of Yuba County, both Re¬ 
publicans.) 

Politics and people 

While most members of the 
House <?f Representatives (partic¬ 
ularly the GOP members) seem 
eager to see Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich leave (Democrats aren’t so 
pleased, since they lose their main 
political target) some members of 
both parties, including our own 
Representative Nancy Pelosi,are 
offering words of praise for the 
incoming speaker, Representative 
Robert Livingston. However, 
one of my favorite reporters, 
Marc Sandalow of the Chrons 
Washington bureau, destroyed the 
notion that Livingston is a “mod¬ 
erate,” pointing out that the 
Louisiana Republican is against 
abortion, affirmative action, nee¬ 
dle-exchanges, gay marriages, and 
allowing gay couples to adopt in 
the District of Columbia - and 
this year voted to withhold mil¬ 
lions of dollars from San Francis¬ 
co because of the city’s domestic 
partners law. 

California Secretary of State 
Bill Jones, the only Republican 
to win a statewide constitutional 
office last month, is trying to 
come up with a solution to undo 
California’s messy open primary 
law. Jones is urging both the De¬ 
mocratic National Committee 
and the Republican National 
Committee to change their rules 
to seat presidential delegates se¬ 
lected from California based on 
the “open primary” results, but 
both the RNC and the DNC are 
unlikely to allow cross-party vot¬ 
ing for the state’s next presidential 
primary. According to CALPEEK, 
Jones’s solution would allow the 
58 county registrars to code their 
ballots and have two counts: an 
open presidential primary count 
and then a separate count for 
president by political party. Under 
this plan, separate ballots would 
be given to voters, based on party 
affiliation. However, Jones’s plan 
would have to be approved by the 
Legislature and while the counties 
have the ability to modify their 
election equipment to handle this 
plan, there would be a sizable cost 
involved and that, too, would have 
to be picked up by the state. Con¬ 


fused? So are we, but unless this 
problem is solved by the state’s 
March 7,2000 primary, the presi¬ 
dential primary will be all but 
meaningless. 

The next interesting Bay Area 
election will be the one in late 
February or early March to fill the 
Assembly seat in the East Bay that 
was created by the resignation of 
state Senator-elect Don Perata 
(16th A.D., Oakland). Oakland 
mayor Elihu Harris will battle 
former Alameda Demo 
chair Frank Russo for 
this one, and Harris’s 
dismal record on 
bringing the Oak¬ 
land Raiders back to 
his city might prove 
to be his political alba¬ 
tross. Harris already 
has the en¬ 
dorsements of 
San Francisco. 
Mayor Willie 
Brown (who is having political 
problems of his own these days), 
U.S. Representative Barbara Lee, 
and Alameda’s popular Supervi¬ 
sor Keith CarsOn; Russo has the 
early backing of Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor-elect Cruz Bustamante, 
Marin Representative Lynn 
Woolsey, Assemblymembers 
Kevin Shelley, Virginia Strom- 
Martin, and Liz Figueroa, as well 
as former East Bay Assemblyman 
Tom Bates. This could get nasty 
very soon.

Finally, in response to the read¬ 
er who correctly took me on in the 
letters to the editor last week for 
predicting that President Bill 
Clinton would be gone within six 
months: you’re right, and I’m 
wrong. The “Comeback Kid” ap¬ 
parently has made yet another 
amazing comeback; I mean, this 
guy makes Ronald Reagan’s

satisfy the gays and lesbians being 
drummed out of the military 
daily.

TG Issues: Lost on 
the Washington Post?

November 11 article by 

/ Washington Post reporter 
Peter Slevin did more harm 
than good, as the coverage of a 
wrongful death suit became a 
prime example of how far the 
media still has to travel to report 
fairly and accurately on transgen¬ 
der issues. In August 1995, Tyra 
Hunter, a transgender woman, 
was seriously injured in a car 
crash. When emergency medical 
technician (EMT) Adrian 
Williams arrived on the scene, 
he allegedly stopped treating 
Hunter for five to seven minutes, 
and made derogatory com¬ 
ments, after finding her 
male genitals. Hunter’s 
mother is suing 1 ^-^ 
Williams and the hospi- If FT~ 
tal at which Hunter later IVvS£ 
died for wrongful death, IImm 
and is seeking $ 10 mil- 
lion in damages. 

Reporter Peter 
Slevin continually refers 
to Hunter as “a man who dressed 
as a woman” and “a cross-dresser,” 
and uses male pronouns through¬ 
out. This blatantly disrespects 
Hunter, and her life as she had 
lived it. In addition, the story is 
written with an eye towards the 
sensational, with descriptions 
such as “The paramedic recoiled 
in surprise at seeing that Hunter 
was really a man ...” and “He 
[Hunter] won trophies for his 
‘hair creations.”’ Perhaps most dis¬ 
turbingly, Slevin writes the follow¬ 
ing account of the court session: 

“Three transgender activists - 
men who live and dress as women, 
as Hunter did - attended yester¬ 
day’s court session. They were pre¬ 
sent in their makeup and their fin¬ 
ery, they said, to support Hunter’s 
mother and to increase respect for 
people who cross genders.” 

First Slevin correctly refers to 
the activists as transgender, then 
negates that by referring to them 
as male. The next line is simply of¬ 
fensive: the relevance of their 
“makeup” and “finery” to the case 
is nil. Additionally, for women to 
dress up when attending court is 
nothing new, let alone newswor¬ 
thy. The rest of the story summa¬ 
rizes the case against the EMT and 
the hospital in a straightforward 
factual accounting. It’s unfortu¬ 
nate that Slevin writes the facts 
long after he has shown his igno¬ 
rance of the issues. 

Please let the Washington Post 
know that transgender people de¬ 
serve the same respect as anyone 
else. Certainly Tyra Hunter de¬ 
serves better than what the Post 


has allotted her here.

‘A Letter’ to St. Louis 

The St. Louis Business Journal s 
November 9 issue contains an col¬ 
umn by Mark Vittert examining 
homophobia in light of Matthew 
Shepard’s murder, and by using 
the perspective of two fathers, 
makes a very moving plea for un¬ 
derstanding and acceptance.

He 
then tells that the young man who 
wrote the letter to him said that 
Vittert knew his father, and asked 
him to please talk to him and help 
him understand, since Vittert ob¬ 
viously did. 

The appearance of such a 
warm, personal, and thoughtful 
piece in a business journal is a 
welcome contribution to the dis¬ 
cussion of issues faced by mem¬ 
bers of the LGBT community, es¬ 
pecially at a time when it is under 
attack by those who would have 
us “cured” rather than accepted.

You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should'not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 


WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered; 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must * 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should ngt take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex?and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 

medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 

you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be f aken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

Christine Jorgensen?

% p oday, with the growth of the 
transsexual movement, sex 
II reassignment surgery is be¬ 
coming more and more familiar. 
But in 1952, when George Jor¬ 
gensen, Jr., underwent surgery 
and emerged as Christine, the 
story made headlines - especial¬ 
ly in tabloids around the world. 

Jorgensen was not the first 
person to have a sex change op¬ 
eration. Experiments in sex 
reassignment surgery had 
taken place sporadically 
in Europe since the early 
1930s. The word “trans¬ 
sexual,” however, was not 
used to describe those who 
underwent the surgery 
until 1949, when 
D.O. Cauldwell 
wrote about “psy¬ 
chopathic transsexu¬ 
ality” in the popular journal, 
Sexology. 

But it took the story of an ex- 
G.I. from the Bronx to bring 
transsexuality to public atten¬ 
tion. Born in 1926, George Jor¬ 
gensen was. a slender blond boy 
who grew up liking to do needle¬ 
point. In school, children 
laughed at his “sissified” ways. At 
19, when he was inducted into 
the army, he weighed only 98 
pounds, with almost no body 
hair and underdeveloped geni¬ 
tals. Jorgensen worried that he 
was a homosexual, but as he got 
older he began to believe that he 
might be a woman in a man’s 
body-“a sexual mix-up,” he told 
the psychiatrist he consulted 
after his release from the army in 
1946. 

Jorgensen studied photogra¬ 
phy under the G.I. Bill but spent 
most of his free time searching 
for information about his “con¬ 
dition.” After reading a book 
called The Male Hormone , he be¬ 
came obsessed with chemical 
theories about gender and with 
“conversion” surgery. He even 
enrolled in medical technician 
classes to learn as much as he 
could about his body. While in 
school, Jorgensen was able to ob¬ 
tain female hormone pills and

began experimenting on himself. 

Jorgensen slowly saved his 
money and by April 1950 had 
enough for a one-way passage to 
Copenhagen, where hormone 
treatment and conversion were 
being done by Dr. Christian 
Hamburger and his associates. 
Jorgensen offered himself as a 
guinea pig to Hamburger, who 
had a theory that a person could 
be outwardly a man while his 
body chemistry and brain re¬ 
mained female. Because the 
work was still highly experi¬ 
mental, Jorgensen was 
charged nothing for his 
treatment, which began in 
August of that year. 

After a year of hor¬ 
mone treatment, during 
which Jorgensen’s physical 
appearance changed 
drastically, his doc¬ 
tors recommended 
surgery. Because 
Jorgensen was an American, the 
surgery had to be approved by 
the Danish Ministry of Justice. 
In September 1951, Jorgensen 
underwent his first surgery, 
which removed his testicles. He 
then applied for and was grant¬ 
ed a new passport under the 
name Christine - a feminine ver¬ 
sion of Dr. Hamburger’s first 
name. 

Jorgensen had never told his 
family why he was in Denmark. 
Ostensibly, he had been studying 
photography and beginning to 
earn a living at it. In June 1952, 
Christine Jorgensen wrote a long 
letter to her parents, in which 
she revealed that “nature had 
made a mistake, which I correct¬ 
ed, and I am now your daugh¬ 
ter.” She enclosed photos of her¬ 
self since the surgery. Amazing¬ 
ly, her parents were open-mind¬ 
ed and accepting, cabling her 
back immediately: “Letter and 
pictures received. We love you 
more than ever. Mom and Dad.” 

Late that fall, Jorgensen had a 
second surgical procedure. While 
still recuperating in the hospital, 
she found out that a front-page 
story would be breaking in New 
York’s Daily News on December 
1, under the headline “Ex-G.I. 
Becomes Blonde Beauty.” A tech¬ 
nician at the hospital had tipped 
off a reporter, who then ap¬ 
proached Jorgensen’s parents for 
an interview. In the interest of 
getting the correct story into 
print, her parents cooperated 
with the newspaper, even lend¬ 
ing the “after” photos that their 
daughter had sent them and her 
letter detailing the reasons for 
her surgery. 

When the story broke, Dr. 
Hamburger began receiving 
hundreds of letters from individ¬ 
uals seeking treatment. Jor¬ 
gensen, too, was bombarded 
with mail, but many of those 
who wrote simply wanted to 
capitalize on her overnight 
celebrity. Warner Brothers Stu¬ 
dios advised her to contact them 
if she was interested in a movie 
career. Clubs and theaters from 
New York to Las Vegas offered 
her as much as $ 1,000 a week for 
an appearance. 

Jorgensen had no real talent 
for performing, but she quickly 
decided that “if [the public] 
wanted to see me, they would 
have to pay for it.” She hired an 
agent, who booked her into 
nightclubs across the country. 
Introduced by the song “I Enjoy 
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Being a Girl,” her act consisted 
mostly of witty repartee with a 
comedian named Myles Bell. Re¬ 
viewers noted that, while she 
couldn’t really sing or dance, Jor¬ 
gensen had fabulous costumes 
and a flair for “showmanship.” 
She continued on the nightclub 
circuit well into the 1960s and 
also did stints in summer stock. 

In 1959, Jorgensen made 
headlines again when her appli¬ 
cation for a license to marry 
John Traub was denied, because 
she had never had her birth cer¬ 
tificate changed to read “female.” 
Though the tabloids reported 
that Traub “dumped” her, she 
wrote in her autobiography that 
the two mutually agreed to drop 
their marriage plans and parted 
as friends. 

Jorgensen died in 1989 after a 
long bout with liver and bladder 
cancer. One of her many obituaries 
was titled “A Girl at Heart.” Though 
trivialized and sensationalized by 
the media, Jorgensen’s story did 
bring transsexuality out of the clos¬ 
et and offered hope to many indi¬ 
viduals who had felt similarly 
trapped in their bodies. T

Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PR0PECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 


What is PROPECIA used for? 

PR0PECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and 
the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning 
of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results in a receding hairline and/or balding on 
the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on 
hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moder¬ 
ate amounts of ongoing hair loss. All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or 
placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair 
loss at the top of the head were studied for an additional 12 months. In general, 
men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp 
hairs and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect main¬ 
tained in the second year. Hair counts in men who did not take PROPECIA con¬ 
tinued to decrease. 

In one study, patients were questioned on the growth of body hair. PROPECIA did 
not appear to affect hair in places other than the scalp. 

Will PROPECIA work for me? 

For most men, PROPECIA increases the number of scalp hairs, helping to fill in 
thin or balding areas of the scalp. Men taking PROPECIA noted a slowing of hair 
loss during two years of use. Although results will vary, generally you will not be 
able to grow back all of the hair you have lost. There is not sufficient evidence 
that PROPECIA works in the treatment of receding hairline in the temporal area 
on both sides of the head. 

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually over time. On average, healthy hair 
grows only about half an inch each month. Therefore, it will take time to see 
any effect. 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see 
a benefit from taking PROPECIA. PROPECIA can only work over the long term if 
you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, further 
treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely 
lose the hair you have gained within 12 months of stopping treatment. You 
should discuss this with your doctor. 

How should 1 take PROPECIA? 

Follow your doctor's instructions. 

■ Take one tablet by mouth each day. 

■ You may take PROPECIA with or without food. 

■ If you forget to take PROPECIA, do not take an extra tablet. Just take the 
next tablet as usual. 

PROPECIA will nflt work faster or better if you take it more than once a day.

Who should !*QI take PROPECIA? 

■ PROPECIA is for the treatment of male pattern hair loss in MEN ONLY and 
should not be taken by women or children.

A 
small number of men experienced certain sexual side effects. These men 
reported one or more of the following: less desire for sex; difficulty in achieving an 
erection; and, a decrease in the amount of semen. Each of these side effects 
occurred in less than 2% of men. These side effects went away in men who 
stopped taking PROPECIA. They also disappeared in most men who continued taking 
PROPECIA. 

The active ingredient in PROPECIA is also used by older men at a five-times 
higher dose to treat enlargement of the prostate. Some of these men reported 
other side effects, including problems with ejaculation, breast swelling and/or ten¬ 
derness and allergic reactions such as lip swelling and rash. In clinical studies with 
PROPECIA, these side effects occurred as often Tft men taking placebo as in those 
taking PROPECIA. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any other unusual effects. 

■ PROPECIA can affect a blood test called PSA (Prostate-Specific Antigen) 
for the screening of prostate cancer. If you have a PSA test done, you 
should tell your doctor that you are taking PROPECIA. 

Storage and handling. 

Keep PROPECIA in the original container and keep the container closed. Store 
it in a dry place at room temperature. PROPECIA tablets are coated and will 
prevent contact with the active ingredient during normal handling, provided 
that the tablets are not broken or crushed.

Eligibility requirements in¬ 
clude at least six months residence 
in Sonoma County, a monthly in¬ 
come of $1,456 or less, and a cur¬ 
rent letter of diagnosis stating that 
the applicant has “disabling HIV 
disease or AIDS.” Youngsters are 
also eligible, and families with an 
HIV-infected parent and HIV¬ 
positive child are automatically 
qualified for $800 or more. 

SF budget constraints 

This new grant program fills 
the vacuum left when the San 
Francisco AEF suspended emer¬ 
gency grants to people with 
HIV/AIDS in Sonoma and some 
other surrounding counties this 
January, due to budgetary con¬ 
straints. At that time SFAEF 
agreed to continue offering grants 
in counties that could raise 65 
percent matching funds. 

Following a February 25 meet¬ 
ing in Sebastopol between SFAEF 
officials and people in the Sonoma 
County HIV/AIDS community, 
locals formed an ad hoc coalition 
and began to raise funds with the 
goal of reinstating the grants in 
Sonoma County. Over the next 
seven months the group collected 
more than $50,000, including 
$30,000 from the county’s general 
fund and $6,000 from a weekend 
event on the Russian River spon¬ 
sored by Castro Bears Presents. 

In September SFAEF board 
members decided to give $38,500 
in matching funds to AEF/SC as a 
one-time only donation, and pro¬ 
vide technical assistance to the 
group so it could set up its own 
emergency fund program. 

Officials at the press confer¬ 
ence said they were delighted with 
their group and the community as 
a whole for its quick and generous 
response to the crisis.. 

“Everyone on this committee 
should be very proud of them¬ 
selves,” said Erik Olson, a PWA 
serving on the Sonoma County 
Commission on AIDS, and a 
member of the coalition. 

Olson, a PWA who is current¬ 
ly living with friends in Rohnert 
Park while he saves money for his 
own place, said he would be ap¬ 
plying for an emergency grant in 
December to help pay for rent and 
utilities. ▼

Breast cancer , other topics on agenda

T he AIDS Emergency Fund 
(AEF) will hold its annual 
community meeting this 
Tuesday, December 8 at Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco to get input from con¬ 
sumers and others interested in 
how the agency does business. 

One of the topics AEF’s board 
of directors wants to discuss at the 
community meeting is the possi¬ 
bility of initiating a new fund to 
provide emergency financial assis¬ 
tance to women living with breast 
cancer. Ken Turner, AEF’s treasur¬ 
er, emphasized that if this idea be¬ 
comes a reality, it would only be 
through new funds specifically 
aimed at women with breast can¬ 
cer; no AEF funds for people living 
with HIV/AIDS would be used. 

“We’re just looking at public 
support for new money,” Turner 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Turner said AEF could set up 
the program at virtually no in¬ 
creased cost; AEF has one of the 
lowest administrative overheads 
of any local AIDS service organi¬ 
zation and has no paid executive 
director. If the board decides to go 
ahead with getting breast cancer 
funds to distribute, the new fund 
could be run out of the same of¬ 
fice, Turner explained. The com¬ 
munity’s response to the AIDS 
crisis, which is looked at as a 
model for other life threatening 
illnesses, led to the creation of “all 
these wonderful networks,” Turn¬ 
er said."Some set-ups, like AEF, 
could easily accommodate grants 
for breast cancer to provide finan¬ 
cial help to low income women 
living with the disease. 

Rick Salinas, AEF’s vice presi¬ 
dent, said he supports the idea 
and hopes to overcome any resis¬ 
tance that may be expressed at 
Tuesday’s meeting. 

“I’m all for it,” Salinas told the 
B.A.R. He pointed out the high 
incidence of breast cancer within 
the lesbian community and said 
he knows how supportive the les¬ 
bian community was when AIDS 
made inroads into the city’s gay 
male population in the early years 
of the epidemic. 

Salinas echoed Turner’s state¬ 
ments that any money used to help 
women with breast cancer would 
be completely separate; the fund 
would be called the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund Breast Cancer Project. 

“It’s a well-deserved payback,” 
said Salinas. “I think it brings the 
entire gay community together.” 

This has been a good year for 
AEF, which provides emergency fi¬ 
nancial assistance to thousands of 
people living with HIV/AIDS in 
San Francisco and some surround¬ 
ing counties. Last year the agency 
had to lower grant amounts and in 
some cases, cease services in some 
surrounding counties. However, 
this year AEF was able to approve a 
one-time increase in grant 
amounts for San Francisco resi¬ 
dents, thanks to additional federal 
funding through the Ryan White 
CARE Act. That money needs to be 
expended by the end of February. 
New clients are eligible for an an¬ 
nual grant of $600, while those 
who have received the maximum 
$500 this year are eligible for an ad¬ 
ditional $100. Y

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Milk, Moscone march draws thousands 



Undeterred by rain, the S.F. Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band led thousands of marchers from the Castro to Civic Center 
last Friday, Nov. 27, to recall the slayings of Supervisor Harvey Milk and Mayor George Moscone 20 years ago.

T he rain started falling before 
marchers assembled outside 
of Harvey Milk’s former 
camera shop on Castro Street last 
Friday, November 27, but that 
didn’t stop the thousands of peo¬ 
ple who gathered to mark the 
20th anniversary of the assassina¬ 
tions of Milk, a gay San Francisco 
supervisor, and former Mayor 
George Moscone. 

A somber procession of people 
carrying candles made its way 
down Market Street, led by mem¬ 
bers of the San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Freedom Band and 
members of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Democratic Club. 

San Francisco police estimated 
the crowd at 6,000, while one 
daily newspaper put the count 
much lower at 1,000. Milk Club 
President Criss Romero put the 
attendance at between 1,500 and 
2,000 people. And, while there 
were a few technical glitches with 
the sound system, the march was

organized and peaceful. The 
group arrived in Civic Center 
Plaza across from the retrofitted 
City Hall, where ex-supervisor 
Dan White sneaked through a 
basement window to avoid metal 
detectors and found and shot 
Moscone and Milk 20 years earli¬ 
er. The assassinations changed 
city politics forever. 

Earlier in the week at a com¬ 
memoration organized by Mayor 
Willie Brown, Jonathan Moscone, 
the youngest child of the former 
mayor, told the hundreds of peo¬ 
ple who attended the ceremony 
that he’s gay and that his father 
would have been proud of him for 
coming out. 

Milk was well-known for his 
ability to build coalitions, and 
several speakers at Friday’s march 
mentioned his work with orga¬ 
nized labor, senior citizens, and 
other groups. Officials who spoke 
also talked about Milk’s belief that 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans- 
gendered (LGBT) people should 
come out of the closet. 

San Francisco Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden recalled 
the first time she met Milk when 
he was campaigning and came to 
her door. “He said, ‘I want your 
vote.’ I said ‘I’m a lesbian sepa¬ 
ratist.’” Within a short time, she 
recalled, he overcame her resis¬ 
tance. In fact, she told the crowd 
gathered on Castro Street, “I was 
energized by him. 

“Harvey said come out, love 
others, and make no apologies. 

“It’s San Francisco’s LGBT 
community that’s going to liber¬ 
ate the world ... I’m honored to 
be part of you. Each of us 
[should] do everything we can 
every day to push open that clos¬ 
et door,” Migden added. 

Former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, who took Milk’s place on 
the board, also spoke to the crowd 
on Castro Street. 

Down at Civic Center Plaza, 
Gwenn Craig, an activist who 
once served on the police com¬ 
mission, emphasized the coali¬ 
tions Milk worked to build. His 
was the first campaign she felt en¬ 
thusiastic about and Milk became 
her mentor, she said. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Lillian Sing, a former social 
worker and one of the first Asian- 
American women appointed to a 
city commission, also talked 
about coalitions. “I see today 
we’ve not done it,” Sing told the 
crowd. “Today, gays and lesbians 
have achieved great power but 
don’t forget there are still people 
out there not in the loop.” 

Two supes left out 

Two of San Francisco’s queer 
supervisors, Leslie Katz and Mark 
Leno, were left out of the loop by 
the Milk Club; neither was invited 
to speak during the event. Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano was the only 
openly gay supervisor to speak. 
While Katz and Leno were on 
hand at the end of the march, 
only Ammiano addressed the 
crowd. “He didn’t get to witness 
cyberspace,” Ammiano said of 
Milk, “but I know he would have 
been a terror in a chatroom.” The 
supervisor, who becomes board 
president next month, also re¬ 
minded the crowd of Milk’s work 
with unions and said if he were 
still alive, Milk would ride Muni 
daily like Ammiano does. Some 
people shouted “Ammiano for 
mayor” as the popular supervisor 
spoke, with a portion of City Hall 
lit in the background. “We will 
not go away and we are here,” he 
added. 
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■ New NIH research showed people taking CRIXIVAN in triple therapy 
lived longer and experienced fewer opportunistic infections. 

* Recent year-long research conducted by the National Institutes of Health (Protocol ACTG 320) studied over 
1,000 patients and confirmed results from another study. 

»The group of patients receiving CRIXIVAN along with 3TC and AZT achieved a reduction in deaths and 
AIDS-defining illnesses over those taking 3TC and AZT alone. This reduction was significant enough for the NIH 
to recommend the study be stopped, so that all participants could benefit from the findings. Because the study 
was ended early there was insufficient data to determine the statistical impact of CRIXIVAN on survival. 


■ CRIXIVAN in triple therapy continues to hold serum viral load down 
below the limit of detection at the one year mark. 

a In a separate, ongoing landmark study, over 90% of the 31 patients receiving CRIXIVAN, AZT and 3TC reduced their 
HIV serum viral load below the limit of detection after 24 weeks (as measured by available tests; the virus may 
still be present in other organ systems). 

m Importantly, the limited number of patients who chose to stay with the study for longer periods of time maintained 
these results through the one year mark. 

■ CRIXIVAN is generally well tolerated. 

m CRIXIVAN can be taken with a light meal or on an empty stomach. There are side effects associated with protease 
^inhibitors in general and CRIXIVAN in particular Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN may develop kidney stones. 
For some, this can lead to more severe kidney problems including kidney failure. Drinking at least 6 glasses of water 
each day may help reduce the chance of forming a kidney stone. Other side effects reported include rapid 
breakdown of red blood cells and liver problems. There are some common medications and AIDS-related medications 
you should not take with CRIXIVAN. Discuss all medications you are taking or plan to take with your doctor 

• As with other protease inhibitors, increased bleeding in some patients with hemophilia and increased 
blood sugar levels or diabetes have been reported. Please read the following page for detailed information 
on side effects and dosing.

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce the chance of illnesses and death 
associated with HIV CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called "viral load”) and raise your 
CD4T-cell count. Some patients may not experience these effects. CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. 
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Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called "viral load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

How s houl d I take CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you wHI benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resisfence). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken wit h other medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening 

problems (such as irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, 
RIFATER®, or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) isoniazid (INH) 

DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 0RTH0-N0VUM 1 /35® (oral 

contraceptive) 

EPIVIR™ (lamivudine, 3TC) ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least 
one hour apart. 

MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor 
may adjust both 

the dose of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust 
the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the pos sible side eff ects of CRIXIV AN? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely. 

Marketing Experience 
Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention. 

How should I store CRIXIVAN capsul es? 

m Keep CRIXIVAN capsules in the bottle they 
came in and at room temperature 
(59°F-86°F). 

■ Keep CRIXIVAN capsules dry by leaving 
the small desiccant “pillow" in the bottle. 

Keep the bottle closed. 


This medication is prescribed for a particular condition. Do not use it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep CRIXIVAN and all medicines 
out of the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

Craftswomen fair set 
for two-weekend run 


Many lesbian and bi artists to sell work

l K l early 300 of the world’s 
finest craftswomen will ex- 
m H hibit their ceramics, jewelry, 
furniture, photography, wearable 
art, as well as work in other genres, 
at the 20th Celebration of 
Craftswomen holiday crafts fair this 
weekend, December 5 and 6 and 
next weekend, December 12 and 13 
at Fort Mason Center’s Herbst 
Pavilion. The fair is a benefit for the 
Women’s Building in San Francis¬ 
co, and nearly 75 of the participants 
are lesbians or bisexual women. 

More than 20,000 craft collec¬ 
tors and holiday shoppers went to 
the fair last year, organizers said. 
Showcasing the artistry of 280 of 
the nation’s most talented 
craftswomen, the fair aims to 
promote visibility and economic 
empowerment of women artists 
and craftswomen, to represent a 
cross-section of art by women of 
different cultural backgrounds, 
and to showcase the work of 
emerging artists. 

Featuring 140 different artists 
of diverse ethnic backgrounds 
each weekend, the Celebration of 
Craftswomen is the largest juried 
women’s crafts fair in the United 
States. This year, in recognition of 
its 20th year, the fair will feature a 
number of special programs, in¬ 
cluding an exhibit of crafts 20 
years from now, in 2018; a $20 an¬ 
niversary special; a silent auction; 
a raffle; and a revealing article in 
the fair program about the histo¬ 
ry of the event. 

The exhibit “In the Year 2018” 
will display drawings and proto¬ 
types of how contemporary 
craftswomen see their work two 
decades from now. These draw¬ 
ings will be in display throughout 
each weekend, along with a retro¬ 
spective poster and program dis¬ 
play of the last 20 years. 

This year the Celebration of 
Craftswomen offers a 20th an¬ 
niversary $20 special. Many 
craftswomen will have one or more 
items on sale for $20 each. Due to 
the nature of some crafts, it is not 
feasible for all the artists to partici¬ 
pate, but there will be a special sec¬ 
tion in the program and signs at 
the fair to alert customers to which 
artists are offering the specials. 

The fair is a major fundraising 


event for the Women’s Building 
and the silent auction is an excit¬ 
ing and important component of 
the fundraising effort. Craft artists 
have donated pieces that will be 
auctioned off in the silent auction 
at two-hour intervals both week¬ 
ends. Donated items will be on 
display in front of the fair. 

Visitors to the fair can take a 
surprise chance to get their holi¬ 
day shopping done in one easy 
shot with the benefit raffle. Win¬ 
ners will receive fabulous and 
original craft items donated by 
this year’s exhibitors. Drawings 
are hourly; they also benefit the 
Women’s Building. 

SLUG jam 

This year’s participating artists 
represent the full spectrum of 
quality fine arts and crafts for 
which the Celebration of 
Craftswomen is known. Featured 
are functional and decorative ce¬ 
ramics and glass; sculpted wood 
and metals; contemporary poly¬ 
mer to traditional precious metal 
jewelry; woven clothing and wear¬ 
able art; household accessories; 
and children’s toys. Among the les¬ 
bian artists are Brenda Williams of 
Richmond, who will show luxuri¬ 
ous leather and fabric purses and 
bags, and Barbara Sebastian of San 
Francisco, who will have her ex¬ 
quisitely delicate and fanciful ce¬ 
ramic “fetish jars” for sale. Other 
artists include Oaklander Daniella 
Hoffman offering up her “Garden 
of Delights” pearl and enamel 
flower earrings, and Kavita Singh 
of Saratoga with her gorgeous 
hand-painted silk scarves. 

Each year the fair features sev¬ 
eral special projects: the 1998 line¬ 
up includes SLUG (San Francisco 
League of Urban Gardeners). 
SLUG makes Urban Herbals, or¬ 
ganic locally grown products in¬ 
cluding jams, vinegars, salsas, and 
honey. SLUG uses only locally 
grown ingredients with no preser¬ 
vatives. They also provide employ¬ 
ment and job training for inner 
city youth and young adults. 

The San Francisco Women’s 
Alcoholism Center (WAC) will be 
represented by a booth that will 
provide information about the 
community-based nonprofit. Ma¬ 
terial available will include infor¬ 
mation on drug and alcohol 
abuse, community education ma¬ 


terials, and artwork. WAC is led by 
women committed to the process 
of recovery and empowerment for 
all women. 

Loremar Exclusive Designs will 
also be highlighted. Loremar is a 
collective of 21 Mayan families and 
seamstresses who work from their 
homes, hand-weaving unique 
Guatemalan garments. Loremar 
artists at the fair will display exam¬ 
ples of the vests, jackets, shirts, 
blankets, and scarves they create 
using only natural fibers and dyes. 

A gourmet and specialty food 
court with international cuisine 
and a wide variety of coffees will 
add extra flair to this holiday ex¬ 
travaganza. With gourmet treats, 
specialty foods-to-go, and exotic 
gift baskets, the food court offers 
more gift ideas or a chance to try 
something new. Live entertainment 
will showcase a variety of carniva- 
lesque musical groups and create a 
festive atmosphere for fairgoers. 

The fair is presented annually 
by its beneficiary, the Women’s 
Building, the first women-owned 
and operated nonprofit female 
community center in the country. 
In its 28-year history, the Women’s 
Building has helped launch more 
than 125 different projects, includ¬ 
ing the first battered women’s shel¬ 
ter on the West Coast, the first res¬ 
idential women’s alcoholism treat¬ 
ment program in the country, and 
the award-winning San Francisco 
Women’s Philharmonic Orchestra. 

Admission to the event is $6 
for adults, $5 for seniors, free for 
children under 12, with special 
group discounts. The celebration 
offers a special two-day pass for 
$10, to encourage patrons to 
enjoy the entire event and to view 
works from all participating 
craftswomen. Child care is not 
available, but this year the fair will 
feature a “young artists” area at 
the front of the pavilion, which 
will have a variety of craft projects 
for children. Parking is available at 
Marina Middle School both 
weekends. The Herbst Pavilion is 
wheelchair accessible. T 


The fair runs from 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. all four days. Fort Mason 
Center’s Herbst Pavilion is 
located at Buchanan Street and 
Marina Boulevard.

|i| : eorge Roosen, 75, was born 
I Sg| on June 18, 1923, on Long 
Island, New York. He grew 
up in Southern California, went 
to public school in Los Angeles, 
and graduated from the Universi¬ 
ty of California, Los Angeles 
(UCLA) with a degree in art his¬ 
tory (“Despite the degree, I’ve 
managed to make a living any¬ 
way”). He's lived in San Francisco 
since 1977. 

Self-employed for most of his 
professional life, Roosen owned 
businesses that catered to the 
building and decorating trades, 
and ran his own gift and antiques 
shops. Today, he’s the men’s coor¬ 
dinator at Gay and Lesbian Out¬ 
reach to Elders (GLOE), an organi¬ 
zation he’s worked for since 1986. 

Roosen chuckles at the ques¬ 
tion of whether he ever imagined 
anything like the life he lives now 
as a septuagenarian. Fixing the 
questioner with an amused stare, 
he comments, "In the first place, I 
never thought I’d live this long.

"In the second place, I was one 
of the few gay people I knew who 
wasn’t a bit afraid of getting older.

were in their 40s, and they all 
came by and said hello. And 20 
years later, I’m working in anoth¬ 
er show, and they came by and 
they’re in their 60s - and I’m 
looking at them thinking, ‘Hell, 
still hot!’

Doing things seems to come 
naturally to Roosen, who was 
holding three different conversa¬ 
tions as well as fielding a phone 
call as this interview began at the 
New Leaf offices, where GLOE is 
housed, on Market Street. His 
half-time position as men’s coor¬ 
dinator there keeps him on the go 
far more than the 20 hours a week 
he officially puts in. He fondly, al¬ 
beit succinctly, describes the orga¬ 
nization and his job thusly: “I or¬ 
ganize groups for the men.

who comes in for the Commission 
on Aging [their financial sponsor], 

I do a lot of phone counseling, 
and I run the Men’s Depression 
Group. That kind of stuff. 

“We’re a program to serve les¬ 
bian and gay seniors. It’s the same 
as a senior center, only we don’t 
have a center. The social service 
part is to connect them with the 
services they need, and it’s the 
same kinds of things that would 
be done by social workers and 
others at a center. We serve about 
350 individuals a year, but some 
people come three or four times a 
week. They have to be over 60, 
and most of our members are in 
their mid-70s. We have one man 
who’s 97, but he doesn’t come to 
many things.” 

No doubt, at least in part due 
to Roosen’s age, work, and life ex¬ 
perience, he has definite opinions 
on the special problems gay men 
face as regards aging that the gen¬ 
eral populace does not: “Because 
so many men moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco, in particular, to ‘be gay,’ they 
are cut off from family - so there 
isn’t the depth of the family con¬ 
nections that heterosexuals have.” 

However, he also sees benefits 
in this situation, especially for gay 
men of his generation. “You had 
to make your own life, and during 
the period that we made ours, it 
was against everybody’s disap¬ 
proval, so you became relatively 
independent. That part is a 
tremendous advantage and sort of 
balances out the other. It’s very 
sad but the social background | 


that we knew - which was when 
everyone was in secret and you 
went to other people’s apartments 
- but what it ended up as is that 
you went out to dinner three 
times a week at someone’s home 
and you probably knew about 70 
people. You really had a group 
around you. That kind of back¬ 
ground, which was forced on us 
by having to be closeted, has dis¬ 
appeared, and a lot of men feel the 
lack of that. And that’s what we 
[GLOE] are trying to do, and 
that’s why this group sticks to¬ 
gether. It’s because it makes that 
kind of linkage.” 

Besides the passing of an old 
but warmly recalled gay social 
order, Roosen also actively 
laments the large number of 
friends, lovers, and associates lost 
to the AIDS pandemic. His natur¬ 
al ebullience tapers off a bit when 
he admits that “it was too much of 
a loss. My partner Chuck and I re¬ 
ally feel it badly because we have 
three sets of friends who are com¬ 
pletely gone. It’s sort of like we’re 
floating out here with no attach¬ 
ments, except those we’ve manu¬ 
factured in the last 10 to 15 years.” 

Old doesn’t equal lonely 

That said, however, Roosen 
vigorously disputes the stereotype 
of the older gay man as lonely, 
isolated, and depressed. When 
asked if he believes there’s any 
truth to that notion, he firmly 
says, “No! And I’ll tell you why. 

“When I was in my 20s, I asked 
a very wonderful older gay man, 
‘Do you think I’ll be a lonely old 
queen?’ And he said, ‘Are you 
lonely now?’ And I said, ‘Of course 
not.’ And he said, ‘Well, you won’t

Last Friday’s march was criti¬ 
cized by publicist Allen White, 
who wanted the Milk Club to let 
all three gay supervisors address 
the crowd as well as the mayor; 
the club leadership declined his 
suggestion. Brown missed the 
march for a second time since be¬ 
coming mayor; he was in Dallas. 

“They refused to include us, 
they said they only wanted people 
to speak who knew Harvey,” Katz 
told the Bay Area Reporter. While 
she was upset with the lack of re¬ 
spect shown her as an elected of¬ 
ficial, she said Milk’s message of 
inclusion came through and she 
said there were “some wonderful 
people at the march.” 

“What I had a problem with is 
the lack of respect, they [Milk 
Club] didn’t return calls,” said 
Katz. “I finally got a call from 
Criss Romero Friday morning 
when the office was closed. 

“Harvey Milk’s message was 
one of inclusion, achievement, 
and identity and that message 
can’t be denigrated in any way. 


That’s the message, and of build¬ 
ing coalitions,” she added. 

Romero told the B.A.R. that 
the march “went the way it was 
supposed to go.” 

“I felt happy with the inten¬ 
tions,” said Romero, adding that it 
was a testament to the gay com¬ 
munity that after 20 years, people 
could come to the march and talk 
about Milk and Moscone. 

And, while Milk was clearly 
the center of attention at the 
march, several speakers remem¬ 
bered George Moscone and his 
work as mayor. Members of the 
Moscone family did not attend 
Friday, but son Christopher 
Moscone said in a phone call to 
White that the family was with 
the community on the anniver¬ 
sary of the day that held so much 
tragedy for so many San Francis¬ 
cans. 

“Convey to Leslie, Mark, and 
Tom that what I am doing is wait¬ 
ing with my wife to have our child 
on this special day” Christopher 
Moscone said in the call, accord¬ 
ing to a transcript. “I am with 
them and I am with the commu¬ 
nity and so is my whole family 
and so is my mom.” ▼ 


be lonely then. People who are 
lonely young queens turn out to 
be lonely old queens. It’s a per¬ 
sonality thing, and it doesn’t have 
much to do with being gay or not.’ 
I think it’s very true, because in 
heterosexual society, there are a 
lot of lonely old men, and there 
are a lot of older men who just 
connected with everybody. It de¬ 
pends on your social adjustment 
and your personality.” 

Roosen cuts off the next query 
before it is even asked. “I want to 
tell you,” he says, “this amazing 
thing. In our Men’s Friendship 
Group, we were asking about pe¬ 
riods in life, and they - about 35 
older gay men - were told to write 
down what they considered the 
happiest period of their life. Two- 
thirds said now. 

“There’s a thing in your 60s - 
and I went through this - when 
you get terribly frightened about 
getting old, but when you get past 
70, that evaporates. Then what 
happens is that you’re really able 
to enjoy the moment, much more 
than you’ve been able to at any 
other point in your life. You’re 20, 
you want a good job, to get the ed¬ 
ucation, make the money. You’re 
30, you want the big romance. Ail 
those things that you’re constant¬ 
ly ... and so, when you get older, 
you think, ‘I may not live long, so 
I might as well have a good time 
this afternoon.’ 

“And I would agree with those 
men. This is certainly the happi¬ 
est period of my life.” ▼

WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY.

One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine:The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy (zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor, 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of terato¬ 
genicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual adult 
dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the usual 
adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxici¬ 
ty as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma con¬ 
centrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an addi¬ 
tional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3683 mg/kg) 
caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak zidovu¬ 
dine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in this 
experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see Carcinogenesis, 
Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registiy: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR® 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling 1 -800-258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breastfeed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers sub¬ 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a poten¬ 
tial for adverse effects in nursing infants Mothers should be instructed not to breastfeed if they are receiving COMBIVIR. 
Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine' Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise evi¬ 
denced by granulocyte count <1000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactidcidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including zidovu¬ 
dine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associat¬ 
ed with prolonged use of zidovudine, and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of recur¬ 
rent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences maybe more severe in patients with decompensated liver 
disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses asso¬ 
ciated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic poten¬ 
tial at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five nonmetastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), nonmetastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximate¬ 
ly three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in off¬ 
spring for 24 months postnataily. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures approxi¬ 
mately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an increase 
in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either gender. 
These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A second 
study administered zidovudine at maximum tolerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1000 mg/kg nonpregnant body 
weight or -450 mg/kg of term body weight) to pregnant mice from days 12 through 18 of gestation. There was an increase 
in the number of tumors in the lung, liver, and female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving the higher dose 
level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transforma¬ 
tion assay, in a rat micronucleus test in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA syn¬ 
thesis in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*/- mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using 
cultured human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK*'- mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell transfor¬ 
mation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat micronu¬ 
cleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Preanancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below).

Observed During Clinical Practice: In addition to adverse events reported from clinical trials, the following events have been 
identified during post-approval use of EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. Because they are reported voluntarily from a population of 
unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been chosen for inclusion due to a combination 
of their seriousness, frequency of reporting, or potential causal connection to EPIVIR and/or RETROVIR. 

Endocrine and Metabolic: Hyperglycemia.

Zidovudine: Acute overdoses of zidovudine have been reported in pediatric patients and adults. These involved exposures 
up to 50 grams. The only consistent findings were nausea and vomiting. Other reported occurrences included headache, 
dizziness, drowsiness, lethargy, confusion, and one report of a grand mal seizure. Hematologic changes were transient. All 
patients recovered. Hemodialysis and peritoneal dialysis appear to have a negligible effect on the removal of zidovudine while 
elimination of its primary metabolite, GZDV, is enhanced. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION: The recommended oral dose of COMBIVIR for adults and adolescents (at least 12 years 
of age) is one tablet (containing 150 mg of lamivudine and 300 mg of zidovudine) twice daily. 

Dose Adjustment: Because it is a fixed-dose combination, COMBIVIR should not be prescribed for patients requiring dosage 
adjustment such as those with reduced renal function (creatinine clearance <50 mL/min), those with low body weight (<50 
kg or 110 lb), or those experiencing dose-limiting adverse events.

'Mu he first Zimbabwean presi¬ 
dent, Canaan Banana, fled 
H the country on the eve of his 
indictment by the High Court in 
Harare, which found him guilty of 
almost a dozen charges of 
sodomy, attempted sodomy, and 
indecent assault. 

Local media reported Thurs¬ 
day, November 26 that the former 
president flew west to neighbor¬ 
ing Botswana without a passport, 
but more recent information sug¬ 
gests that Banana fled south and 
is now in South Africa, a country 
that recently rejected anti-homo¬ 
sexual laws. 

Zimbabwe state prosecutor 
Augustine Chikumira informed 
the court Friday that a warrant of 
arrest had been issued for Banana. 

The scandal involving the 63- 
year-old Methodist minister - a 
married man with four children - 
erupted in February last year, dur¬ 
ing the trial of his former aide, 
Jefta Dube. 

At the time, Dube, a soccer 
player and policeman, was sen¬ 
tenced to 10 years in jail for the 
1995 murder of a fellow police of¬ 
ficer who tauntingly called him 
“Banana’s wife.” 

Later, Dube claimed that Ba¬ 
nana had raped him in the State- 
house. The court heard testimony 
from others with similar accusa¬ 
tions, and witnesses such as Ba¬ 
nana’s cook and gardener. 

Banana, who served as Zim¬ 
babwe’s first president from 1980 
to 1987, rejected all the accusa¬ 
tions and said that there was a 
“conspiracy against him.” 

He also appealed to the Harare 
court, claiming that negative pre¬ 
trial publicity in the media had 
prejudiced his right to a fair hear¬ 
ing. 

‘Heavy-handed attack’ 

It is widely believed that the 
scandal has deeply embarrassed 
President Robert Mugabe, a'well- 
known critic of homosexuals, 
who has been quoted as saying 
that they were “lower than pigs.” 

Mugabe, 74, has repeatedly at¬ 


tacked homosexuals, making in¬ 
flammatory remarks, saying that 
even “animals in the jungle are 
better than these people because 
at least they know that this is a 
man or a woman.” According to 
him, the sexual activities of ho¬ 
mosexuals are against Christian 
beliefs, and God will one day pun¬ 
ish them. 

Mugabe has also condemned 
the World Council of Churches 
for its reported acceptance of the 
Gays and Lesbians Association of 
Zimbabwe (GALZ) at its confer¬ 
ence, which is due to take place 
this week in Harare. 

The attack drew sharp criticism 
at the time from almost all over the 
world; Amnesty International 
published a statement condemn¬ 
ing “a heavy-handed attack upon 
the fundamental human right to 
freedom of expression, to which 
the Zimbabwean government is 
ostensibly committed under its in¬ 
ternational legal obligations.” 

Amnesty International went 
on to emphasize that every living 
person has the right to freely hold 
and express his or her convic¬ 
tions, and to be free from any 
kind of discrimination, including 
by reason of their sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

Elsewhere in Africa 

Soon after his attack on Zim¬ 
babwean homosexuals, Mugabe 
faced violent demonstrations 
when he arrived at Johannesburg’s 
Ian Smuts International Airport to 
attend a regional meeting. South 
African media reported that sev¬ 
eral hundred South African gay 
and lesbian activists and their 
sympathizers forced Mugabe and 
his entourage to leave the airport 
through the back gate. 

South Africa is the first coun¬ 
try in Africa whose constitutional 
court recently declared that con¬ 
sensual sexual intercourse be¬ 
tween members of the same sex is 
no longer unlawful. Gays and les¬ 
bians walked freely in the streets 
of Johannesburg during their re¬ 
cent pride parade, possibly the 
largest gathering of gays and les¬ 
bians on the African continent.

bration of our self-awareness,” a 
march organizer said. “We respect 
our individuality and celebrate 
tolerance and humanity, and the 
right to love the person of our 
own choice.” 

That is not the case, however, 
in Namibia - which once went by 
the name South-west Africa - 
where Home Affairs Minister 
Jerry Ekandjo told Parliament he 
intends to introduce legislation to 
“curb the spread of homosexuali¬ 
ty in society” by imposing “heavy 
penalties” on homosexuals. 

According to Namibian media, 
Ekandjo also said, “It is my con¬ 
sidered opinion that the so-called 
gay rights can never qualify as 
human rights. They are wrongly 
claimed because it is against true 
Namibian culture, African cul¬ 
ture, and religion.” 

North of Zimbabwe, in Zam¬ 
bia, Vice President Christon 
Tembo recently warned that his 
government would not tolerate 
lawlessness, and underlined that 
members of the newly-formed 
Lesbians, Gays and Transgender 
Persons Association risked being 
prosecuted according to existing 
laws that prohibit involvement in 
“unnatural” sex acts, like sodomy 
or lesbianism. ▼

Joycelyn Elders, Republican and 
PWA activist Mary Fisher, and 
former Congressman Steve Gun¬ 
derson among its members. 

It gave research efforts an “A-,” 
chiefly because of the develop¬ 
ment of protease inhibitors. 
Daniel Zingale, AIDS Action’s ex¬ 
ecutive director, called this the 
“first real victory” in the fight 
against AIDS. It is “a testament to 
America’s unwavering technolog¬ 
ical leadership.” But he noted that 
it did little for most of the world 
that cannot afford them. 

Fisher had urged a lower grade 
because of limited research on 
how both the disease and existing 
therapies affect women different¬ 
ly than they do men. She also 
noted the limited progress made 
on developing microbicides, a 
means of AIDS prevention that 
would empower women to pro¬ 
tect themselves. 

Treatment and care received a 
“B.” Federal expenditures now 
total nearly $2 billion annually, an 
increase of $400 million over the 
last fiscal year. But the long term 
solution must include changes in 
entitlement programs, chiefly 
Medicaid. 

Current policy requires that 
people poor enough to qualify for 
Medicaid must first develop full¬ 
blown AIDS before they can re¬ 
ceive therapy. Zingale compared 
that to mandating the installation 
of airbags only in cars that have 
already crashed. 

Vice President Al Gore pledged 
to change the policy in April 1997. 
But the administration backed 
down when a report came back 
that it would cost money to make 
those changes. 

A few weeks ago the state of 
Maine submitted a waiver to 
Medicaid to try to provide early 
access to combination therapy on 
a “revenue neutral” basis. The ad¬ 
ministration is likely to grant the 
waiver request, if only because the 
number of patients and potential 
dollars is small. The real test will 
come when states with larger 
caseloads submit waiver requests. 
Florida is likely to be the first. 

Prevention efforts were rated a 
“D.” AIDS Action called for a 25 
percent increase in funding as 
“morally right and fiscally sound.” 

International efforts received a 
failing “F.” Development of a pre¬ 
ventative vaccine is the highest 
priority. At the White House, 
President Clinton announced that 
funding for vaccine research at 
the National Institutes of Health 


(NIH) would increase by a third, 
to $200 million. However, two 
years after a vaccine program was 
created, no leader has been re¬ 
cruited to head up that effort. 
Many believe it is because the un¬ 
clear lines of authority the posi¬ 
tion would have within the NIH 
bureaucracy has led leading can¬ 
didates to decline a job offer. 

We remember 

A few dozen people gathered 
in Lafayette Park across from the 
White House at 6 p.m. They lit 
candles of remembrance in the 
warm winter dark. It has been a 
harsh year for a plague that some 
say has ended, so many of the 
local leaders in that struggle have 
died in the past 12 months. 

There was Steve Michael, the 
ACT UP scourge of this president. 
Retired Navy officer turned ac¬ 
tivist Hank Carde, whose dogged 
determination helped to make the 
city AIDS agencies work to the ex¬ 
tent that they do. Thomas 
Gleaton, founder of an AIDS ser¬ 
vices organization for African 
Americans. 

And two weeks ago was 
Stephen Smith, the sweet-tem¬ 
pered ray of sunshine who helped 
to found both ACT UP and Queer 
Nation in the capital. He was the 
one who first thought of the idea 
of a buyers club for medical mar¬ 
ijuana, opened the first one, and 
created the information package 
of practices and procedures upon 
which others were based. 

“We promised to come to the 
White House every year until 
there is a cure available to all,” said 
Wayne Turner with ACT UP 
Washington. “We are here to 
honor those who have died and 
recommit ourselves, once again, 
to fighting for a cure. To fighting 
for health care for everybody re¬ 
gardless of ability to pay. To fight¬ 
ing for basic prevention, like clean 
needles, which this administra¬ 
tion continues not to fund.” 

“Thirty-three million people 
across this planet are infected 
with HIV,” Turner said. “We have 
to fight for our brothers and sis¬ 
ters, not only here in Washington, 
D.C., but around the country and 
around the world” 

“Why isn’t this whole park full 
of people?” asked activist Cheryl 
Spector. “Where is everyone?” T

say they can change if they tried, 
and the horrible crimes commit¬ 
ted against gays and lesbians.” 

In addition to FRC, Katzs let¬ 
ter was sent to House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich, Senate Majority 
Leader Trent Lott, North Carolina 
Senator Jesse Helms, Coral Ridge 
Ministries, Donald Wildmon at 
the American Family Association, 
and the Christian Coalition. To 
date, Bauer is the only one who 
has responded to the letter. 

Precious, not hateful 

“This is a scurrilous and utter¬ 
ly unfounded charge,” Bauer 
wrote. “There is no evidence that 
the thugs in Wyoming ever saw 
our ads, or were influenced by 
them in any way. If they had, they 
would have seen such statements 
as, ‘We believe every human being 
is precious to God and is entitled 
to respect,’ and ‘the truth that God 
loves them could just be the truth 
that sets them free.’ 

“Supervisor .Katz’s assertion 
that our rhetoric is ‘hateful’ leads 
me to believe that she has never 
actually seen the ads or has con¬ 
cluded that any message restating 
traditional morality is ‘hateful.’ It 
is shameful to take the moral con¬ 
victions and core morality that 
have sustained civilizations for 


thousands of years and equate 
them with hatred and crimes 
committed against homosexuals,” 
Bauer wrote. 

Countered Katz, “They re¬ 
sponded that we [supervisors] 
didn’t understand their message. 
On the contrary, I saw every single 
one of their ads.” She was refer¬ 
ring to the series of full-page ads 
that ran in newspapers across the 
country earlier this year. The ads, 
one of which featured Green Bay 
Packers defensive player Reggie 
White, were paid for by groups in¬ 
cluding FRC, the Center for Re¬ 
claiming America, the Christian 
Coalition, and others. The ads 
claimed that gays and lesbians can 
change their sexual orientation. 

Katz said she will not waiver 
from her position. “It’s irrespon¬ 
sible on his part for him to dis¬ 
seminate this kind of rhetoric,” 
Katz said. “He completely missed 
the point. The message he’s send¬ 
ing is that LGBT people are some¬ 
thing less.” 

Bauer also wrote, “Your own 
health department repeatedly has 
cautioned young homosexuals to 
change their behavior and to 
avoid dangerous practices. Is it 
‘hateful’ for you to suggest that 
perhaps homosexuals (and het¬ 
erosexuals) do not have an infinite 
right to engage in certain behav¬ 
iors regardless of the cost to 
themselves and their families and 
communities? 


“Despite the denials by gay ac¬ 
tivists, this immutable fact re¬ 
mains: many people have over¬ 
come homosexuality. Shouldn’t 
they have that choice? 

“Considering the terrible toll 
that AIDS has had on your city as 
a result of dangerous and promis¬ 
cuous behavior, you should be ap¬ 
plauding - not condemning - 
those of us who offer hope to peo¬ 
ple who desire to leave the homo¬ 
sexual lifestyle,” continued Bauer. 
“I believe you owe us an apology 
for your reckless rhetoric and 
reckless disregard of the truth. At 
the least, you should schedule a 
time when we can discuss these 
serious charges.” 

Katz said there’s a big difference 
between people changing their be¬ 
havior and changing their orienta¬ 
tion but again, she emphasized 
that Bauer and other conservatives 
create a climate of hate with their 
rhetoric. “He’s the one who needs 
to be educated,” Katz said, 

Bauer concluded with offering 
to have Robert Knight, FRC’s di¬ 
rector of cultural studies, and 
Yvette Cantu, cultural studies an¬ 
alyst, come to San Francisco to 
meet with the supervisors. 

FRC’s media spokeswoman 
did not return B.A.R. phone calls 
at press time. 

NGLTF report 

A new report, Calculated Com¬ 
passion: How the Ex-gay Move¬ 


ment Serves the Right’s Attack on 
Democracyhas just been issued by 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, Policy Research Asso¬ 
ciates, and Equal Partners in Faith 
that disputes Bauer’s statement 
and the ad’s contention that peo¬ 
ple can overcome homosexuality, 

The booklet is a comprehen¬ 
sive examination of the political 
character and role of the “ex-gay” 
movement, which was highly 
touted in the Christian right’s ad 
campaign. 

“While publicly portraying it¬ 
self as a haven for ‘hope and heal¬ 
ing for homosexuals,’ the ex-gay 
movement serves as camouflage 
for a retooled and reinvigorated 
assault by the Christian right on 
the legal protections against dis¬ 
crimination for gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender persons,” 
the report stated. “Furthermore, 
the ex-gay movement is an inte¬ 
gral part of a broader right wing 
movement that poses a grave 
threat to democracy and diversity 
in the U.S.” 

Based on three years of re¬ 
search, from 1995-98, Calculated 
Compassion reports that: 

• Most mainstream religious 
leaders and religious organiza¬ 
tions in the U.S. do not share the 
views of the ex-gay movement 
and the Christian right; 

• The ex-gay movement pro¬ 
vides political cover for a signifi¬ 
cant new phase in the Christian 


right’s long-running anti-gay 
campaign; 

• The ex-gay movement is a 
tool for undermining the ratio¬ 
nale for LGBT rights; and 

• The ex-gay movement is part 
of a broader social and political 
movement that is authoritarian 
and anti-democratic. 

“Tolerance and pluralism are 
bedrock principles of American 
society,” stated the report’s execu¬ 
tive summary. “Yet, as this report 
shows, the ex-gay movement and 
the Christian right are attacking 
these principles and furthering a 
divisive political agenda which of¬ 
fers fundamentalist Christian 
dogma and heterosexuality as the 
only acceptable norms. 

“Challenging the leadership of 
the ex-gay movement is essential 
if equal rights for all people, re¬ 
gardless of sexual orientation, are 
to be defended.” 

The report stated that by re¬ 
framing its attack on homosexuali¬ 
ty in kinder, gentler terms, the 
Christian right is putting forth a 
softer face that cloaks a hard line 
agenda that includes rolling back 
lesbian and gay civil rights, enforc¬ 
ing criminal laws against LGBT 
people, and promoting a broader 
theocratic agenda based on a literal 
interpretation of biblical scripture. 

“The ex-gay movement lends 
political cover to the right’s hostile 
political campaign against LGBT 
people,” stated the report. T

from behind. Morales asked him 
“What do you want?” and “Do 
you have a problem?” Then the 
older man pushed Morales to¬ 
ward a curb, pulled out his hand¬ 
cuffs and his two-way radio, forc¬ 
ing Morales to the ground. 

TV exposure, job loss 

^The older man identified him¬ 
self as Officer Ron Bridges by 
pulling out his badge, then hand¬ 
cuffed Morales and forcefully 
pushed him several times. 

A white van then pulled up 
and a man jumped out with a 
video camera and began to film 
the arrest. Morales verbally 
protested the filming but was told 
by Bridges that the cameraman 
“had every right to be there video¬ 
taping his arrest,” the complaint 
further alleges. 

Morales noticed an anchorper- 
son from local Fresno cable chan¬ 
nel 47 seated in the front seat of 
the van observing the arrest. 

The officers cited Morales for 
violating California Penal Code 
section 647, loitering near a pub¬

As a result of the arrest 
Morales was immediately sus¬ 
pended from his job as a school¬ 
teacher and was subsequently ter¬ 
minated by the Clovis Unified 
School District. 

“The police appear to be en¬ 
gaging in an illegal policy of ar¬ 
resting gay men” said attorney 
.Wotman, “for doing nothing 
more than meeting and speaking 
with other men in the park. 

“It is perfectly legal for two gay 
men to meet in a park, just as it is 
legal for a man and a woman to 
meet in a singles bar or a grocery 
store,” Wotman continued. 

The charges against Morales 
were dropped December 3, 1997, 
as the district attorney concluded 
there was “no evidence of com¬ 
mission of a public lewd act or the 
intent to commit one.”

pervision, instruction, oversight 
and discipline concerning the 
policies and practices of the Fres¬ 
no Police Department. 

“The apparent goal of this pol¬ 
icy and the policy of allowing a 
television news camera,” said at¬ 
torney Geoffrey Kors,“is to harass 
gay men and discourage them 
from meeting one another in 
public places. 

“Our Constitution clearly for¬ 
bids any government from telling 
people where and when they can 
meet one another. 

“It is a blatant violation of the 
Constitution for the police to tar¬ 
get any group in order to harass 
them and attempt to prevent 
them from freely associating. It is 
even more offensive when they 
falsely arrest individuals in the 
presence of the media, in what is 
apparently a deliberate attempt to 
create a climate of fear among gay 
men in Fresno,” Kors concluded. 

The lawsuit seeks to award 
Morales for all damages incurred 
by the arrest and filming of the in¬ 
cident at Roeding Park, and to 
prevent gay and bisexual men 
from being targeted by the Fresno . 
police for any purpose, especially 
the right to free association. ▼

Shepard 
suspects 
plead not 
guilty

» • wo men accused of killing 
gay Wyoming student 
!1 Matthew Shepard pleaded 
not guilty Wednesday, December 
2 to charges of first degree mur¬ 
der and kidnapping in a savage 
attack that sparked worldwide 
outrage. 

Prosecutors did not say 
whether they’ll seek to execute 
Aaron McKinney and Russell 
Henderson, and were given until 
December 31 to announce their 
decision. A trial date will not be 
set until after a December 10 
motions hearing. 

A spokeswoman for the dis¬ 
trict attorney said McKinney’s 
lawyer also made an oral motion 
that Judge Jeffrey Donnell recuse 
himself from the case, but did 
not specify why. 

Donnell deferred setting a 
trial date until sometime after a 
closed motions hearing on De¬ 
cember 10. The judge is expected 
then to determine whether McK¬ 
inney and Henderson will be 
tried separately or together. 

Heavy news coverage of the 
October 7 attack in Laramie, 
where Shepard attended the Uni¬ 
versity of Wyoming, has also 
raised the prospect of a change of 
venue but that matter did not 
come up at Wednesday’s hearings. 

Prosecutor Cal Rerucha said 
at a preliminary hearing last 
month that McKinney and Hen¬ 
derson beat Shepard, lashed him 
to a fence and sought to find out 
where he lived so they could bur¬ 
glarize his home. 

But police say it was Shep¬ 
ard’s sexual orientation that 
drove McKinney and Henderson 
to lure the diminutive 21-year- 
old out of a Laramie bar, then 
pistol-whip him into a coma. 

Eighteen hours later, a pass¬ 
ing bicyclist who first thought 
Shepard was a scarecrow put on 
the fence as a Halloween prank 
soon realized that he had come 
across the victim of a hideous 
crime. 

Shepard was rushed to 
Poudre Valley Hospital in Fort 
Collins, Colorado, where he died 
October 12. 

His death triggered more out¬ 
rage from an already furious gay 
community. It also drew demon¬ 
strators at his funeral who de¬ 
nounced homosexuality and - 
according to a protester’s sign - 
claimed the right to hate. ▼

I n recent years, filmgoers in the U.S. have 
witnessed an increasing number of films 
from such countries as Iran, Turkey, 
Egypt, Israel, and elsewhere in the Mid¬ 
dle East, films whose themes go against the 
grain of the often repressive cultures that 
have produced them. This libertine wave, 
while it may only reflect the emergence in 
these countries of a new class of sophisti¬ 
cated cineastes, is reassuring, for it puts a 
human face on societies that have long been 
demonized in the U.S. by Christian 
zealotry, arrogant politicians, and a jingo¬ 
istic media. 

The latest film to offer evidence that 
there’s real life in these parts of the world is 
the Turkish/Italian production Steam, writ¬ 
ten and directed by Ferzan Ozpetek. Steam 
was nominated for the 1998 Academy Award 
for Best Foreign Film, but was pulled at the 
last minute by Turkey’s Ministry of Culture, 
purportedly because of its gay content. The 
film is hardly a milestone as art or sexual 
politics, but its characters are not the usual 
suspects, and the film’s concerns manage to 
be uniquely universal at a time when most 
filmmakers are obsessed with navel-gazing.

H J I hile we were gone last 
week, a graffiti artist 
greatly improved the 
backside of a billboard which 
graces our office view.

told him where we were from: “Oh 
fabulous isn’t it, San Francisco.”

s Call Me Madam closes out 
III 42nd Street Moon’s current 
season with local favorite 
Meg Mackay, comes the news that 
New York cabaret star Andrea 
Marcovicci and Broadway veteran 
Susan Watson will be part of the 
1999 season of “lost musicals.” 
(See below for details.) It’s an ex¬ 
citing step for the company that 
offers staged concert productions 
of seldom-seen shows that can 
satisfy the curiosity of Broadway 
aficionados and provide more ca¬ 


sual theater-goers with the plea¬ 
sures of bygone musical comedy 
styles. 

Call Me Madam fulfills both 
bills, with an easy-on-the-ear 
score by Irving Berlin, a book of 
sweet corn by Howard Lindsay 
and Russel Crouse, and a produc¬ 
tion brightly directed by Greg 
MacKellan that gives a pretty 
good idea of what audiences first 
saw in 1950. Of course, there is no 
way to recreate Ethel Merman, for 
whom the musical was expressly 
tailored, and Mackay doesn’t try.

ay takes a classier approach to the 
role of Sally Adams, a plain- 
speaking Washington hostess who 
is made ambassador to the tiny 
country of Lichtenburg.

Palpable appeal 

Puppy love pleasures in 'Beautiful Thing'

l ardon the redundancy, but 
Beautiful Thing is a beauti¬ 
ful thing. This charming 
play, to indulge in one more repe¬ 
tition, is receiving a charming 
production at the New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre, providing the Pride 
Season with perhaps its finest ef¬ 
fort in a four-year history. 

Jonathan Harvey’s play about 
first love for a pair of gay teens be¬ 
came a mainstream hit in London 
four years ago, but its availability 
to theaters in this country was re¬ 
stricted until the film version had 
been released. San Francisco is one 
of the first cities outside London to 
see the play, which won’t arrive in 
New York until February, though it 
soon should start popping up 
everywhere. It’s hard to resist. 

Harvey has found a way to 
combine a slice-of-life grittiness 
with a sunny disposition that can 
leave audiences smiling but not 
feeling sugar-coated. The setting 
is a low-income housing project 
in South London where the front 
walkway provides a sometimes 
stormy meeting ground for 
members of three resident fami¬ 
lies. But even in the battles, we 
can see the better side of human 
nature emerge, albeit at times re¬ 
luctantly. 

What is often setting off these 
battles and their tender resolu¬ 
tions is adolescent angst. Jamie, 
15, lives with his single mom, 
who’s trying to understand her 
diffident son while still finding 
time for her own younger live-in 
lover. The athletic Ste, 16, lives 
next door with his abusive father, 
whom we never see, but whose 
outbursts drive the two boys to¬ 
gether in a way that changes 
everyone’s lives. Providing a 
bitchy and sometimes poignant 
comic relief is fellow-neighbor 
Leah, a rudderless high-school 
dropout whose fascination with

Mama Cass can be both amusing 
and disturbing. 

Director Ed Decker’s produc¬ 
tion expertly captures the quickly 
changing tones of the play, and it’s 
hard to detect a false note (or even 
a false accent) from the talented 
cast. Nate Wheeler and James 
Marks, as Jamie and Ste, make be¬ 
lievable their characters’ youthful 
emotions and fears, and do so 
with a palpable appeal. Patricia 
Miller is right on target as Jamie’s 
brassy mother, who tries to bal¬ 
ance maternal duty with an active 
libido. As the man currently in her 
life, Andrew Nance creates a hu¬ 
morous portrait of a well-mean¬ 
ing fellow who usually stumbles 
in his efforts to be cool. Linda 
Chavez Lagunas makes her own 
the role of Leah, the wise but 
often wasted Mama Cass fan. 

The bubble-gum sounds of 
Mama Cass provide the quirky 
underscoring for this play, subti¬ 
tled “an urban fairy tale.” The 
story can indeed provoke an ele¬ 
ment of fantasy for members of 


the audience, many of whom 
would probably like to revisit 
their first time with the innocence 
and passion of Jamie and Ste. It 
may be an idealized version of 
puppy love, and we have no idea 
what will become of these charac¬ 
ters, but for the moment at least, 
all is right with the world. ▼

Delving into

leaves in what other documentary 
filmmakers are trained to take 
out: worries about the budget, 
squabbles with producers, and ne¬ 
gotiations for interviews. The lat¬ 
ter has become one of the most 
controversial elements of Broom¬ 
field’s films. Not only does the di¬ 
rector admit to paying for inter¬ 
views, but he often films his sub¬ 
jects greedily counting up their 
cash. (Watching the geriatric 
Madam Alex squealing, “My 
green! My green!” while counting 
her loot is one of the highlights of 
Broomfield’s 1996 film, Heidi 
Fleiss: Hollywood Madam.) 

The director’s willingness to 
shell out between one hundred 
and several thousand dollars for 
an interview has only fueled his 
tabloid reputation. As has Broom¬ 
field’s interviewing technique, 
which often resembles a surprise 
attack. The director is known for 
arriving for an interview unan¬ 
nounced and with his camera 
rolling. Broomfield’s goal is to 
garner more honest, unrehearsed 
responses, but these ambush in¬ 
terviews can just as easily make 
his subjects guarded and skittish. 

As questionable as some of 
Broomfield’s Hard Copyish tactics 
are, no one would dispute that his 
flair for sensationalism is 
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Filmmaker Nick Broomfield 


the French cinema verite. The di¬ 
rector’s early films have no talking 
heads, no narration and, most sig¬ 
nificantly, no camera-hogging 
Broomfield to distract our atten¬ 
tion from the real-life drama. 

Broomfield’s Tattooed Tears, a 
1981 expose of the California 
Youth Authority Prison, and Sol¬ 
dier Girls, a 1983 film chronicling 
female recruits in basic training, 
are documentaries that succeed 
on the strength of their images 
alone. These images are often har¬ 
rowing, especially in Tattooed 
Tears, where a motto uttered early 
in the film by a head correctional 
officer (“The primary concern of 
the Youth Training School is not 
rehabilitation... they are here for 
punishment of the crime”) serves 
as a red flag for the abuse we are 
about to witness. The gritty con¬ 
tent of both films is well-matched 
by their grainy, rough-hewn look. 

With 1989’s Driving Me Crazy, 
we see a major stylistic shift in 
Broomfield’s work. This film was 
planned as a behind-the-scenes 
look at the mounting of a musical 
revue called Body and Soul, but 
early in the shoot the producers 
decide they want fictionalized 
characters and situations added to 
the documentary. Immediately 
recognizing this as a half-assed 
concept, Broomfield instead be- 


wallow in sleaze. He shoots his 
films.with the taste and restraint 
of a cameraman for Cops, never 
failing to zoom in on his subjects’ 
most humiliating moments. And 
far from being a silent, objective 
documentarian, Broomfield uses 
any excuse to thrust himself and 
his opinions into his films. 

But as the Roxie’s well-chosen 
retrospective of his worlc makes 
clear, Broomfield’s films weren’t 
always so sensationalistic. Early in 
his career, the British director was 
a' disciple of D.A. Pennebaker 
(Don’t Look Back), the Maysles 
brothers (Grey Gardens), and 
other practitioners of American 
direct cinema, a style aligned with 


gins filming the clashes of person¬ 
ality and artistic vision that ensue 
between himself and the film’s 
writer and producer. He also films 
the auditions-to-opening-night 
progress of the musical, but in the 
end, the entertaining Driving Me 
Crazy is more about Broomfield’s 
struggle to realize his vision as a 
filmmaker than it is about the 
Body and Soul crew’s struggle to 
put on a show.

At the center of Steam is 
Francesco (Allesandro Gassman), 
a prosperous “designer” in his early 
30s who lives in Rome with Marta 
(Francesca d’Aloja), an icy, high- 
strung brunette who also dabbles 
in the design industry. Though 
they were once passionately in 
love, their relationship is now on 
the rocks. When Francesco’s es¬ 
tranged aunt in Istanbul suddenly 
dies, leaving him a piece of prop¬ 
erty that he must attend to, it’s not 
a moment too soon. 

He travels to Istanbul with the 
intention of selling the land, but 
when Francesco meets the family 
that lived and cared for his aunt, 
his resolve crumbles.

Francesco decides to stay with 
Mehmet in Istanbul and fix up his 
aunt’s house arid its hamam. 

The gay content in Steam is 
minimal. We see Francesco and 
Mehmet kiss only once, and the 
two barely show any sort of inti¬ 
macy or emotional bond. When 
Francesco fesses up to Marta 
about what he’s been doing in Is¬ 
tanbul for weeks on end, the q 
word, or whatever its Turkish 
equivalent (if there is one), is 
never mentioned, their interac¬ 
tion recognizing only that 
Francesco has been unfaithful 
“with a man, not a woman.” How¬ 
ever belittling this might seem to 
American lesbians and gays and 
their enlightened friends, one 
can’t help but feel that Ozpetek is 
taking significant steps away from 
his culture’s long-standing prohi¬ 
bitions on sexual freedom. 

For the most part, Steam has a 
winningly lyrical style well-suited 
to its -story, but for some reason 
Ozpetek begins mucking around 
with subtext halfway through, 
presumably to make his light¬ 
weight film seem heftier. The 
biggest distraction he entertains 
involves some sleazy developers 
who want to buy Francesco’s 
property, along with everything . 
else in his aunt’s neighborhood, 
so they can build a strip mall. The 
idea of old Istanbul being trans¬ 
formed too rapidly by new money 
is apparently a very real concern, 
and its place in this film about a 
man who must recognize the 
need for change in his life is a 
good idea, only Ozpetek gets the 
tone all wrong, turning the devel¬ 
oper types into oily crawlers who 


make us cringe and giggle when¬ 
ever they appear. The effect 
cheapens the film, but worse, it 
casts a confusing cloud over 
Francesco’s actions: Is Ozpetek 
saying that Francesco’s sexual 
awakening is part of the New Riff 
Raff ruining Istanbul, or is he say¬ 
ing that brave, sensual Francesco 
is part of the old world that’s get¬ 
ting washed away? 

Steam works best when 
Ozpetek focuses on small things, 
intimate moments between the 
caretaker’s family, the chatter of 
old folks in the neighborhood, 
and the non-verbal communica¬ 
tion that occurs frequently 
among-the film’s characters. This 
is a personality film more than an 
idea film, and the cast proves it. 
As Francesco, Allesandro 
Gassman, the son of famed actor 
Vittorio Gassman, has a smolder¬ 
ing erotic presence. He’s unerr¬ 
ingly masculine — tall, big¬ 
boned, dark-eyed, mysteriously 
remote. Though he’s a bit too 
thick throughout the entire film, 
even after his steambath smooch, 
there’s no wondering why 
Mehmet and Marta both desire 
him. As Marta, Francesca d’Aloja 
easily captures myriad feelings, 
from scorned wife to understand¬ 
ing friend to liberated woman 
stuck in the outback. And though 
Mehmet Gunsur doesn’t get to say 
or do much as the love interest, 
save stand around in tight jeans, 
one can only hope we get to see 
more of him. ▼

|| ittle Voice may be the perfect 
holiday season movie — a 
fairy tale with Dickensian 
overtones that uses songs by Judy 
Garland, Marilyn Monroe, Shirley 
Bassey and Marlene Dietrich. And 
although there is nary a queer boy 
in sight, more than a few will be 
in the audience on opening night. 
Little Voice recalls many previous 
works, most notably the Cinderel¬ 
la story and Howard Ashman’s 
musical version of Little Shop of 
Horrors, yet it remains true to it¬ 
self, and truly original. 

Jane Horrocks, who was the 
ditsy Bubble on television’s Ab¬ 
solutely Fabulous, recreates the 
title role she first assayed on the 
London stage in Jim Cartwright’s 
play The Rise and Fall of Little 
Voice. Little Voice is called L.V. by 
her slatternly mom, Mari (Brenda 


Blethyn), who sits around the 
house complaining and berating 
her daughter for being a recluse. 
Awash in booze and cigarettes, the 
widowed Mari finally meets a 
low-rent show biz promoter 
named Ray Say (Michael Caine), 
the sleazoid of her dreams. But 
when she brings Ray home, their 
lovemaking is interrupted by the 
constant blare of old records com¬ 
ing from L.V.’s upstairs bedroom. 
Forced to turn off the phono¬ 
graph, L.V. resorts to singing her 
own renditions of these pop clas¬ 
sics. Listening from the floor 
below, Ray is convinced that the 
pathologically shy L.V. is “the next 
big thing,” and he begins to plot 
L.V.’s rise to fame as a celebrity 
vocal impressionist. 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch, 
L.V. pines for her dear dead dad 
while she is courted by a shy tele¬ 
phone repairman, Billy (Ewan 
McGregor). Billy’s primary emo-

Miserable straight singles in ' Unmade Beds'

ritish director Nicholas 
Barker’s New York cult hit 
» ' Unmade Beds has an unin¬ 
tended effect that will make it sur¬ 
prisingly welcome in otherwise 
hostile quarters. In showing in 
grim detail the mostly miserable 
lives of a quartet of aging, unmar¬ 
ried New York heterosexuals, the 
film offers reassurances to queer 
folk that we can truly be thankful 
for our outsider status. 

Unmade Beds is a very effective 
quasi-documentary, the cinemat¬ 
ic equivalent of a “nonfiction 


novel” that starts with real-life 
events and characters and em¬ 
broiders them for dramatic effect. 
Barker is not only a filmmaker but 
an anthropologist, and there’s a 
clinical coolness pervading this 
“story” — essentially interviews 
with two male and two female 
singles from New York about their 
experiences with the personal ads. 
From hours of taped interviews 
Barker created a screenplay that is 
apparently a mix of his subjects’ 
words and scripted ones. The re¬ 
sult — “constructed reality,” in the 
director’s words — has the look 
and feel of documentary; it’s a 
bracing, bitter study of lives qui¬ 


etly disintegrating under the pres¬ 
sure of intractable social and body 
norms. 

The fantasy of the gym-buffed 
bod notwithstanding, gay men 
have made a place for a wide vari¬ 
ety of body types, fetishizing, for 
example, obesity and old age, both 
anathema in mainstream straight 
culture. The denizens of Unmade 
Beds have no such luck. Michael is 
fortyish and cute, but at 5’4” he’s 
apparently been judged defective 
by those mysterious hetero forces 
that determine such things. Some 
of his bitterness at not being able 
to present a bride to his demand-

tional attachment is to his hom¬ 
ing pigeons, while L.V. relates only 
to her recordings of Garland and 
Monroe classics and the memory 
of her father. The two virginal 
adolescents both speak in mono¬ 
syllables, and their attraction is of 
the “Suddenly Seymour” variety. 
The reluctant L.V. eventually 
makes her nightclub debut in the 
small British seaside resort where

Going to the Dickens 

Danny Scheie's queer take on v A Christmas Carol'

| % anny Scheie seldom plays it 
safe, so what is he doing in 
A Christmas Carol territo¬ 
ry? Hijacking it, of course. 

The writer, director, and per¬ 
former, who turned The Merchant 
of Venice gay and made Desk Set 
an all-male affair, is using the 
Dickens holiday classic for his 
own agenda. This does not in¬ 
clude warming the cockles of the 
audience’s heart. 

“But I think they’ll laugh and I 
think they’ll gasp,” said Scheie, 
who is the author, director, and 
star of Bill and Chuck and Scrooge, 
opening this week at the Marsh. “I 
suppose it’s pretty cynical, but it’s 
not really about Christmas. It’s 
about money — money and the 
theater.” 

Scheie is playing Bev, the ruth¬ 
lessly driven artistic director of a 
regional theater who needs to 
produce A Christmas Carol for 
mercenary ends, but who wants to 
gussy up the old cash cow. And so 
she invokes the spirits of William 
Shakespeare and Charles Dickens 
for advice, which is that she play 
Scrooge herself. Bev goes on to 
win the Tony Award for her per¬ 
formance, but not before she has 
fired Bill and Chuck for trying to 
add a little genderbending to her 
production. Her revealing tirades 
provide Scheie with the opportu¬ 
nity to make his points about life 
in the theater. 

“She’s not based on anyone in 
particular, but people will proba¬ 
bly think she is,” Scheie said. 
“She’s like a little Maggie Thatch¬ 
er. I think that Scrooginess is fun¬ 
nier in a woman on stage because 
of the paradox of what’s tradi¬ 
tionally expected of women and 
the reality of power.” 

Stormy weather 

The character’s resemblance to 
any actual person may be purely 
coincidental, but the play is defi¬ 
nitely informed by Scheie’s 
stormy tenure as artistic director 


of Shakespeare Santa Cruz. “Bev 
is based on what was sometimes 
expected of me,” Scheie said. 
“Being an artistic director is real¬ 
ly schizophrenic, because you’re 
supposed to articulate an artistic 
vision, but it’s suicidal to divorce 
yourself from the brass tacks of 
making money, even in a non¬ 
profit theater.” 

In 1994, the middle year of his 
three-year leadership of the sum¬ 
mer Shakespeare festival, he 
began searching for “some crass 
vehicle” that would help under¬ 
write what he really wanted to do. 
And what he really wanted to do 
was interpret Shakespeare in 
shades of gay. 

His light-hearted transgen- 
dered production of Comedy of 
Errors had been a big hit with au¬ 
diences and critics, but the tide 
quickly turned. “The critics and 
the board got sick of my making 
Shakespeare gay,” Scheie said. “I 
think my production of The Mer¬ 
chant of Venice was the best thing 
I’ve done, but it was very contro¬ 
versial, and the in-your-face gay 
stuff drove them crazy. They tol¬ 
erated my shenanigans as long as 
it was bringing in the bucks, but 
when that stopped, that’s what 
they went after.” 

Scheie and Shakespeare Santa 
Cruz parted company after the 
1995 season, but he has main¬ 
tained a teaching job at UC Santa 
Cruz, where the festival is based. 
Scheie’s interest in exploring the 
gay side of Shakespeare goes back 
to his own college days. He earned 
a Ph.D. from UC Berkeley with a 
dissertation on “Sexual Darkness 
in 'Shakespeare’s Comedies,” 
which presumed a higher homo¬ 
sexual component to the Bard 
than popularly acknowledged. 

In his new comedy, Shake¬ 
speare is “gay, gay, gay,” Scheie 
said. “And he’s furious that people 
try to cover it up.” Bev, on the 
other hand, “hates gay people, but 
she knows the theater needs them. 
She just wants to keep them be¬ 
hind the scenes.” 

That’s pretty much how Scheie 
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Danny Scheie 


views theater in general. “Theater 
belongs to us, in a way, but we 
don’t run them,” he said. “We are 
the drones. It’s like they’re saying, 
‘You are tenants in our world.’ 
That’s why I love San Francisco. It 
feels like it belongs to us.” 

Scheie, 37, arrived in the Bay 
Area 15 years ago, shortly after 
graduating from Indiana Univer¬ 
sity. The family jumped around a 
lot in Scheie’s early years, includ¬ 
ing a stop in Fargo, N.D., where he 
made his acting debut at age 10 
playing a pig. “Since I was 3, I 
wanted to be an actor,” he said, 
“and I always nagged my parents 
about getting into a show. Some¬ 
how, I found out about a Christ¬ 
mas production of Winnie-the- 
Pooh, and I made my mother take 
me to the auditions. I got the job 
because I was good.” 



Even as a kid, Scheie was de¬ 
veloping an edge to what would 
turn out to be his gay persona. 
“Nellie little boys have it rough,” 
he said, “but they don’t have the 
option of hiding out in a straight 
world, so you can get brave and 
maybe a little less conflicted.” 

Up all night 

There was one major detour 
on the road to his life in the the¬ 
ater. “I had this lapse after I saw A 
Chorus Line. It was the same year 
The Turning Point came out, and 
I just had to become a dancer. I 
went to Indiana University be¬ 
cause of its dance program, but I 
was also discovering drugs and I 
had just come out. I was having 
too much fun to be serious about 
dancing, so I ended up in the the¬ 
ater department, where you could 
stay up all night.” 

By the time he began working 
towards his master’s at Berkeley, 
alcohol had superseded the drugs. 
“I did graduate school pretty 
drunk,” Scheie said. He stopped 
seven years ago when he realized 
“it wasn’t going to get any pretti¬ 
er.” Since he quit drinking, he’s 
become “a lot smarter and a little 
meaner. I think drinking rounded 
my edges.” 

He also thinks his acting has 
gotten “way better,” though he be¬ 
lieves that directing may be his 
true forte. “I think I’m a little 
more unique as a director, but I 
love acting in a visceral way.” 

Recent directorial efforts have 
included The Lady in Question, 
The Last Hairdresser, Up Jumped 
Springtime, and an all-male Desk 
Set at Theatre Rhino, an unusual 
version of Picnic at the Marin 
Theatre Company, Die, Die, 
Diana! at San Jose State, and the 
new staging of Christmas with the 
Crawfords at the Lorraine Hans- 
berry Theatre. He was last seen as 
an actor in Dr. Scheie’s Traffic 
School, an off-the-wall one-man 
show that also marked his play¬ 
writing debut. 

Scheie, who has been coupled 
for the past three years with attor¬ 
ney Paul Wotman, is always look¬ 
ing for ways to cobble together a 
living from work in the theater. “I 
take a lot of jobs, and I usually have

on the cutting-room floor, most 
likely a victim of USA conser¬ 
vatism. Only two remnants of 
this story angle make it to the 
screen. In one scene, we see Su¬ 
sann enter a dressing room that is 
occupied by an actress. Wordless¬ 
ly, the two women lock eyes and 
approach each other. Just as they 
are about to kiss, the door opens 
and some production assistant 
walks in. A few scenes later, Ethel 
Merman (Sandra O’Neill) tells 
Susann’s husband, “Irving, get 
your crazy dyke wife off me.” 
How one unconsummated kiss 
leads to Merman’s public declara¬ 
tion of Susann’s lesbianism is 
never explained. 


|| remember Jacqueline Susann 

as a tall, vaguely trashy 
II woman in her late forties 
who constantly appeared on talk 
shows promoting her novel, Val¬ 
ley of the Dolls. The novel be¬ 
came a very bad slut-fest of a 
film, but until she died from 
breast cancer in 1974, Susann 
kept working the talk show cir¬ 
cuit, promoting her two final 
pulp fiction sagas, The Love Ma¬ 
chine and Once Is Not Enough. 
Susann always aimed for the 
crotch, and her books were run¬ 
away bestsellers. 

The life of Jacqueline Susann 
is now illuminated by the USA 
Network’s original presentation 
of Scandalous Me: The Jacqueline 
Susann Story, starring Michele 
Lee. It is an appropriately awful 
biopic, showcased by a notably 
third-rate venue. Lee portrays 
Susann as a pill-popping, booz¬ 
ing dynamo who spends all of 
her life trying to get the approval 
of her father, a successful painter. 
A failure as an actress and 
model, Susann marries Irving 
Mansfield (Peter Riegert), a suc¬ 
cessful Manhattan public rela¬ 
tions man. She gives birth to an 
autistic child who spends most 
of his life in an institution, and 
she finally claws her way to the 
top via self- promotion and a 
modicum of talent. Her first 
book, Every Night, Josephine, is 
about her French poodle, and 
Susann is outraged when John 
Kennedy steals her thunder by 
getting assassinated in the mid¬ 
dle of her first book tour. 

Based on Barbara Seaman’s bi¬ 
ography, Lovely Me: The Life of 
Jacqueline Susann, Scandalous Me 
has enough problems to sink the 
Titanic. Writer Michele Gallery 
and director Bruce McDonald 
should both be shot, but not be¬ 
fore they are allowed to strangle 
their editor, Susan Shipton. There 
are so many continuity problems 
in this story that it occasionally 
seems to be a series of non se- 
quiturs held together by unrelat¬ 
ed individuals. Evidently, there 
was an entire lesbian subplot left

Steamroller derby 

Susann was an interesting 
woman whose literary accomplish¬ 
ments, despite their tawdry nature, 
were certainly precedent-setting. 
But this film is so stereotypically 
bad that it could serve as the pro¬ 
totype for the entire genre of 
made-for-TV movies that cable 
networks churn out for an audi¬ 
ence already bored to tears when 
they flip on their TV. Scandalous 
Me is one of those steamroller bi¬ 
ographies that unleash a jugger¬ 
naut of production values, make¬ 
up, and costumes that massacres 
everything in their path. This cine¬ 
matic style sees biographical fact as 
the necessary inconvenience that 
gives rise to all-important changes 
in costume jewelry. It is a modus 
operandi that is not helped by 
Michele Lee’s non-performance in 
the tide role. 

Lee is shallow in Susann’s emo¬ 
tional crises and stridendy uncon¬ 
vincing in her portrayal of the au¬ 
thor’s more brash impulses. Her 
casting can only be attributed to 
one fact: Michele Lee is also the ex¬ 
ecutive producer of this flop. When 
Meryl Streep is not available, Lee is 
not the next name on the list. And 
many experienced Hollywood ac¬ 
tresses of a certain age take to pro¬ 
ducing their own vehicles when the 
telephone stops ringing. Biopics like 
Scandalous Me are what result from 
this phenomenon. 

In an interesting footnote, Bar¬ 
bara Parkins (who played 
goodie-two-shoes Anne in the film 
version of Valley of the Dolls) makes 
a cameo appearance here as Su¬ 
sann’s literary agent, Annie Laurie 
Williams. It’s a hoot to watch 
Parkins-as-Williams call out, “Get 
me Barbara Parkins!” But as far as 
Scandalous Me is concerned, once is 
more than enough. ▼

Making

^ , I th the Spirit of India fes¬ 

tival and the Jazz Festival 
having run their courses 
and not much shaking at Yoshi’s 
these days, it seemed like the 
chances to hear music at its most 
acute — improvised music — 
were drying up in the Bay Area. 
Then along came the area’s early- 
music community, of 
all things, to fill the gap 
handsomely. In the 
course of a week, Phil- 
harmonia Baroque 
Orchestra presented 
whiz classical fortepi- 
anist Robert Levin in 
Mozart’s C-Minor Piano 
Concer¬ 
to, K. 491 
— the 
same 

concerto Peter Serkin was playing 
with the San Francisco Sympho¬ 
ny that week — and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Early Music Society present¬ 
ed the local premiere of the 
British early-music ensemble Ro- 
manesca, featuring ace violinist 
Andrew Manze, at Berkeley’s First 
Congregational Church. It all 
turned into a hang onto your hats 
and powdered wigs jam, and au¬ 
diences ate it up. 

Serkin, a pianist I’ve loved 
since childhood, distinguished 
himself among Symphony 
soloists by playing his own caden¬ 
za, the soloist’s appointed place to 
show off, in the Mozart concerto’s 
first movement, and he intro¬ 
duced a welcome note of mod¬ 
ernism, in the process. Levin, as is 
his wont, went him one better, 
truly improvising cadenzas in 
both of the concerto’s outer 
movements, further improvising 
embellishments to the notated 
music and playing along sponta¬ 
neously in the continuo lines 
where there is no piano notation, 
standard operating procedure in 
Mozart’s day but all but absent in 
present-day readings. It’s not so 
much a matter of changing tastes 


it up as 

than of today’s pianists being 
largely unequipped to do it. 

If that weren’t enough, Levin 
performed his customary post-in¬ 
termission party trick of impro¬ 
vising on a set of musical themes 
supplied by audience members 
during intermission. From ac¬ 
counts of various concerts I’ve 
heard, the only problems were 
with the inherent musical poverty 
of the themes provided. The fruits 
of declining musical education 
are upon us, the sad¬ 
der for all of us. 

The biggest regret 
of my musical fall was 
being unable to hear 
any of Levin’s perfor¬ 
mances. But the people 
who told me about them 
shared 
the gid¬ 
diness 
I’ve felt 
all the other times I’ve heard him 
perform both stunts. It’s showbiz, 
to be sure, but Mozart never 
sounds more alive or more con¬ 
temporary than when Levin plays 
it “the old way.” And the reason he 
can is that he’s the only earthling 
who knows by heart every note of 
Mozart and the way that enor¬ 
mous corpus of music all fits to¬ 
gether. Nothing less would give 
him the freedom to share with lis¬ 
teners the thrill of Mozart at his 
most vital. (If you missed it too, 
you can get a feel for it from 
Levin’s London recordings of the 
Mozart concertos with the Acade¬ 
my of Ancient Music under 
Christopher Hogwood. You 
haven’t really heard a Mozart con¬ 
certo until you’ve checked them 
out.) 

Fantastic voyage 

Hearing Manze pull off a sim¬ 
ilar feat on fiddle made November 
21 one of the red-letter days of my 
musical year. Playing a demon¬ 
strably weirder repertoire — 
17th-century music of the “fan¬ 
tastic style” that’s languished in 
neglect for want of people who 
can play it at all, let alone right —

the 34-year-old English violinist 
gave one of the most dazzling dis¬ 
plays of fiddle chops heard local¬ 
ly since Maxim Vengerov’s last ap¬ 
pearance. Nothing topped the 
sheer fun of Biber’s “Sonata Rep- 
resentiva,” in which florid music 
of a more standard cast was lard¬ 
ed with the composer’s instru¬ 
mental impressions of a frog (bow 
scrapes across the bridge), a cat, a 
small flock of birds, and a muske¬ 
teer — when laughs of audience 
recognition all but drowned out 
the performance. 

But the serious music was no 
less bracing, made the more com¬ 
pelling by the unmistakable sense 
that Manze was improvising at 
least as many of the notes as he 
was reading off the page — and in 
the process tossing off some play¬ 
ing at speeds and flights of inspi¬ 
ration that seemed at the very 
edge of what’s possible on the vi¬ 
olin. Audiences dig that kind of 
playing no matter what the in¬ 
strument, music or style, the more 
so because it’s the rarest of musi¬ 
cians who even attempt it. Audi¬ 
ences get that, too. 

Manze — who not surprising¬ 
ly got his start as a musician play¬ 
ing contemporary music, and 
loves jazz deeply — is that star¬ 


tling combination of keen, quick¬ 
silver mind, deep but questioning 
scholar (he read classics at Cam¬ 
bridge before giving himself to 
music), consummate and unin¬ 
hibited musical technician and 
natural, unashamed, generous 
showman. He plays the way he 
does because it’s the closest he can 
get to being a composer as a play¬ 
er, and takes the risks because it’s 
fun and that’s what he wants his 
audience to have. Try it, he says, 
you’ll like it — and you will. 

His records, all for Harmonia 
Mundi, are superb — and nearly 
as invigorating as his playing live. 
There’s already a pile of them, but 
good places to start are Phantasti- 
cus, devoted to the 17th-century 
Italian music he played in Berke¬ 
ley, the two-CD Biber: Violin 
Sonatas (which includes a won¬ 
derful “Representiva”), and his 
most recent recording, two CDs 
of Handel’s Concerti Grossi Op. 6, 
with the Academy of Ancient 
Music, in which he directs as well 
as solos. If, God forbid, jolly ol’ 
Nick McGegan ever leaves Phil- 
harmonia, our local historical 
performaniacs should get right on 
the horn to Manze. In the mean¬ 
time, would a guest stint be such a 
bad idea? ▼

SF Opera's 'Betrothal in a Monaster / 


Throwaway elegance

■' f you absolutely have to sit 

through Prokofiev’s Betrothal 
II in a Monastery to make your 
life complete, then run to the War 
Memorial Opera House and do so 
before the current production has 
its last performance on December 
10. Chances are San Francisco will 
never again see Betrothal in such 
enchanting, glittery surroundings 
as this outing, which originated at 
St. Petersburg’s Kirov Opera. With 
a cast largely made up of Russian 
singers, superbly conducted by 
Valery Gergiev (in what is widely 
assumed will be his final appear¬ 
ances with the SF Opera), it is a 
safe bet these performances are 
about as good, to say nothing of 
authentic, as one could wish. 

It is just a shame all of this ef¬ 
fort has gone into such a third- 
rate work when there are so many 
Russian operas one would rather 
see. Based on Sheridan’s play The 
Duenna, or The Double Elope¬ 
ment, Betrothal is almost a paro¬ 
dy of Italian comic opera -— 
which, in the right hands, could 
make for a delightful evening. At 
the risk of being hopelessly polit¬ 
ically incorrect, “sophisticated 
comedy of manners” is not exact¬ 
ly the first thing that springs to 
mind after hearing the words 
“Russian opera.” (Prokofiev’s own 
delightful L’Amour des Trois Or¬ 
anges is the exception which 
proves the rule, and note that Or¬ 
anges is written in French, not 
Russian. That’s no accident.) 

The only musical highlight of 
the evening is a sumptuous quar¬ 
tet in the first scene of Act III for 
one of the young couples and two 
older gents. Otherwise the result 
is similar to Richard Strauss at his 
most insipid notespinning, com¬ 
bined with Richard Wagner’s 
sense of humor — in Russian: a 
three-and-a-half-hour Punch and 
Judy Show. Prokofiev seems to 
have decided that if an idea was 
even faintly entertaining once, it 
should be heard at least a dozen 
times. As a friend said after seeing 
Betrothal in Paris, “It did have its 
bright moments, but les longeurs, 
oh, my god. No wonder those 
people drink.” 

Schemes and scenes 

The plot involves two young 
couples thwarted in their attempts 
to get married, a father who plans 
to marry his daughter to a wealthy 
fish merchant, a scheming duen¬ 


na who wants the fish merchant 
(or rather his money) for herself, 
old men who think they are God’s 
gift to women, masked revelers, 
dancers, plus choruses of fish wives 
and drunken, venial monks — 
there is hardly a comic opera cliche 
left unexplored. 

But oh, that sensational pro¬ 
duction! Vladislav Pazi, working 
with designer Alla Kozhenkova 
(both in their local debuts), has 
come up with the kind of deft, in¬ 
ventive framework which one sel¬ 
dom sees at the War Memorial. It 
is well thought out, never gets in 
the way of the opera, yet always 
keeps the action moving. Scene 
changes often are accomplished by 
a huge fan opening toward the au¬ 
dience (or closing), sometimes 
providing a sloping ramp for the 
action, with various drops behind 
or in front of it. The production is 
permeated with the sort of ele¬ 
gance and grace which should 
characterize any staging of a 
Mozart or Rossini work. 

To cite only one example of the 
attention to detail which fills the 
evening: when the drunken monks 
suddenly switch to singing hymns, 
the supertitles appear in Old Eng¬ 
lish type — a perfect touch. 

Perhaps the most consistently 
engaging singer of the evening was 
Larissa Diadkova as the Duenna. 
Her dark, sumptuous voice and as¬ 
tonishing physical comedic acting 
were equally impressive. It is a rare 
joy to be able to watch and hear 
such consummate artistry. Anna 
Netrebko was a beguiling Louisa, 
though her beautiful, expressive 
voice was inclined to stray from 
pitch. Debuting Evgeny Akimov, as 
Louisa’s lover Antonio, displayed a 
bright, attractive tenor voice which 
made me look forward to hearing 
him in a more grateful role. Also 
giving strong performances were 
Nikolai Gassiev (debut) as Don 
Jerome and Gennady Bezubenkov 
as Mendoza. When Hollywood 
decides to remake some Errol 
Flynn movies, it could do much 
worse than to call on Mel “Swash¬ 
buckler” Ulrich (Don Ferdinand in 
these Betrothals), who wields a 
sword and jumps on and off tables 
with equal elan. He sings good, 
too. 

Among the numerous smaller 
parts, Peggy Kriha Dye as Lauretta 
and Norma Shankle as Brother 
Elustaf were especially enjoyable. 
(Shankle and several others as¬ 
sumed multiple roles during the 
evening.) 

Gassiev, Netrebko, Diadkova 
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and Akimov are all on the Philips 
recording on the opera conduct¬ 
ed by Gergiev — but believe me, 
this is an opera you want to see. ▼

gorous beginning. The audience 
was appreciative, but not ecstatic, 
and what is up with Feltsman’s 
bizarre mugging for the crowd?

Of course, Tilson Thomas laid 
a sumptuous carpet of support for 
his soloist, and the concert added 
up to more than the sum of its 
parts. This week, the maestro 
brings us Century Rolls by the pro¬ 
lific and popular John Adams with 
pianist Emanuel Ax, and 
Beethoven’s glorious Mass in C 
major and other choral works 
with the SFS Chorus. The season 
and MTT’s career continue to un¬ 
fold with thrills and surprises. 
Herbert Blomstedt will doubtless 
return next year, and his visit will 
be enjoyed by no few listeners, 
myself included. We will always be 
aware of his contributions and 
grateful for the award-laden 
recorded legacy. His groundwork 
made MTT’s fresh and innovative 
leadership possible. ▼

nyone harboring secret 
doubts about the ultimate 
£ 1 importance of musical con¬ 

ductors should have been at 
Davies Hall during recent weeks. 
The impact of current Music Di¬ 
rector Michael Tilson Thomas on 
the San Francisco Symphony 
sharply contrasted with the style 
and taste of his predecessor, Her¬ 
bert Blomstedt, in back-to-back 
concert programs. The response 
from players and audiences alike 
was lively and instructive. 

Returning for his annual visit 
as Conductor Laureate, Blomstedt 
evoked pleasant memories of his 
decade-long tenure here with 


works by mainstream composers 
long associated with his name, 
and the rather mildly daring pro¬ 
gramming that endeared him to 
conservative patrons in the past. 
Lauded as an orchestra builder 
and selfless musician in his day, 
the present Music Director of the 
Gewandhaus Orchestra of Leipzig 
wears his years lightly and main¬ 
tains his solid reputation. He will 
always have a place in our hearts. 

Exciting he is not, however, 
and his reception this year was a 
little more restrained than usual. 
Local audiences have had a 
chance to settle in with Tilson 
Thomas, and I daresay they are 
spoiled by his seductive blend of 
glamour and brilliant musician- 
ship. Blomstedt was also leading a 


band, this time, with subtly differ¬ 
ent values. MTT is making some 
personnel changes, and some of 
the first chair faces have been 
shifted or replaced. 

Blomstedt brought us his 
trademark eye for the big picture 
with Bruckner’s Symphony No. 3, 
and his big-boned and poised ap¬ 
proach to Beethoven with a fine 
Symphony No. 8. He also featured 
pianist Peter Serkin’s performance 
of Mozart’s Piano Concerto No. 
24. The only surprise of his stay 
came with the ridiculously over¬ 
due SFS debut of Benjamin Brit¬ 
ten’s Violin Concerto. Young Ger¬ 
man violinist Frank Peter Zim- 
mermann gave an impressive 
reading of the lovely work, and his 
small imperfections only added

level of SFS musicians was palpa¬ 
bly higher. The cleverly designed 
program had something for 
everyone, and the balance of the 
concert was richly satisfying. 
Playing the elegant wittiness of 
Haydn off the heavier, but just as 
amusing humor of Shostakovich 
was a typical Tilson Thomas 
touch, and the audience was en¬ 
raptured. 

Hearing any Shostakovich 
performed live is eventful, and 
the neglected Symphony No. 9 
has always been a personal fa¬ 
vorite. To be treated to such a 
rip-roaring and deeply felt rendi¬ 
tion was sheer pleasure, and the 
gorgeous bassoon and clarinet 
solos were handled beautifully. 
There is an edge to the tormented 
composer’s laughter, and MTT 
knows how to keep the conflict¬ 
ing moods in synch. Finally free 
from comparisons to Leonard 
Bernstein’s milestone interpreta¬ 
tions, can we hope for more 
MTT/ Shostakovich in the future? 

After intermission, Russian pi¬ 
anist Vladimir Feltsman filled the 
second half of the evening with

| || ow that I’ve gotten my jaw 
back in place, I can tell you 
M that I’ve rarely had my mind 
so boggled by the previously 
unimagined possibilities of the 
human body, than when I saw the 
National Acrobats of China at 
Zellerbach Hall last Saturday night. 
Unlike seeing a pyrotechnical dis¬ 
play at the ballet, there is no pretense 
to high art here. The performers’ 
goal is simply to astonish you. 

You can’t expect an upscale Le 
Cirque du Soleil from Taiwan, but 
it’s easy to forget the trite music, 
costumes verging on tacky, and 
weak attempt at a story, when the 
sheer daring, dexterity, and super¬ 
human skills keep you constantly 
in awe. 

In the pre-performance discus¬ 
sion, Artistic Director Lo Jih- 
Hung answered questions from 
the audience concerning the 
troupe. He said that there were no 
performers from Mainland China, 
though they had toured there, and 
that the group had no political af¬ 
filiation. All the performers are

Tropiccma. While Ricky’s band was 
putting together a Christmas 
show, Lucy was conniving with 
Ethel to worm her way onto stage. 
It was done as a live television 
show, including the commercials, 
with Marga Gomez as Ricky and 
Gail Wilson as Lucy. There also 
have been a lot of repeat perform¬ 
ers over the years, including the SF 
Tap Troupe, City Swing, Cheer 
San Francisco as Russian Cos¬ 
sacks, Jose Sarria as the Sugar 
Plum Fairy (wearing pointe 
shoes), and The Bethany Handbell 
Choir playing traditional carols. 

This year’s show looks to be 
the best yet. Since ascending the 
podium three years ago, Maestro 
Jadine Louie has continually re¬ 
vamped the format. Originally 
the First half of the evening was 
basically a musical concert, and 
the second half had sections of 
audience participation inter¬ 
spersed with professional dancers 
and performers. Louie modestly 
takes the credit “for making it 
more of a revue and variety show. 
A kind of club sandwich alternat¬ 
ing participating and watching.” 

Swans, snakes... 

Though the band does play a 
transcription of Tchaikovsky’s 
Nutcracker Suite, Louie has 
thrown in other dance music by 
the same composer, bits from 
Swan Lake and Sleeping Beauty, as 
well as showtunes, to liven things 
up. If you come reluctantly and 
suddenly find yourself inspired to 
waltz along, there are tutus and 
magic wands for rent. The 1998 
version will include a belly dancer 
with real snakes. 

“The first Nutcracker with live 
animals. Nothing like adding a bit 
of circus to your ballet,” Louie 
added with a laugh. And to spice 
it up even more, the Vu Sisters, a 
professional dance team — Car¬ 
olyn Carvajal and Corinne Levy 
— will kick up their collective 
heels in every type of dance, from 
a flapper-style shag to a belly 
dance, to a vaudeville tap routine. 

One of the most important as¬ 
pects of this year’s Dance-Along is 
that it is part of the SFLG Free- 


graduates of the National Fu 
Hsing Dramatic Arts Academy, 
whose purpose is to train actors 
and actresses in the traditional 
Chinese and Taiwanese perform¬ 
ing arts. Having had the same in¬ 
tense and thorough training is 
probably a major reason why these 
acrobats work so well together. 

Some of the more amazing 
feats I’ll describe because I need to 
reassure myself that I really saw 
them. A contortionist holding a 
straight leg in front of her face, 
while standing on the other, bal¬ 
ances a vase on her flexed foot. 
She does a backbend, placing her 
hands on the floor. And then lifts 
the other leg off the floor so that 
she is in a handstand with one leg 
still balancing the vase and the 
other parallel to the floor. The 
foot returns to the floor, she 
comes up from the backbend and 
takes the vase off her foot. Then 
she lies on her back with all her 
limbs perpendicular to the floor. 
She balances objects that resem¬ 
ble small red Christmas trees on 
her feet, hands and head. Slowly 
she turns over so that she is now 
lying on her stomach with her 


dom Band’s 20th anniversary sea¬ 
son. The Band, founded in 1978 
by Jon Sims at the height of Anita 
Bryant’s anti-gay crusade, was the 
first openly gay community 
music group in the world, and has 
inspired the formation of other 
lesbian and gay bands, choruses 
and performing groups. Its mis¬ 
sion was to bridge the gay and 
non-gay communities through 
musical events. Over the years 
the Band has presented free Com¬ 
munity Concert Series, marched 
in parades, performed at many 
civic functions and even at a local 
elementary school for the first 
Gay Awareness Day in the history 
of the SF Unified School District, 
winning numerous awards in the 
process. 

The Dance-Along is perhaps 
the most successful event in terms 
of the SFLG Freedom Band’s mis¬ 
sion, bringing together people 
from every walk of life, every age, 
race, economic class, and sexual 
orientation. Where else can you 
see dozens of Sugar Plum Fairies, 
some of whom are businessmen 
with rented tutus tied on over 
their suits, others angelic little 
girls, and still others flaming drag 
queens? The term “common 
ground” takes on new dimen¬ 
sions. Here you can dance just like 
you please, being both part of the 
crowd and a star at the same time. 

So forget about the seasonal 
shopping frenzy, leave that to the 
congenital consumers, and have 
an exhilarating evening, cos¬ 
tumed and coifed to the hilt, 
dancing till you drop. Having had 
my fill of tulle and toe shoes, I’ll 
be going as Drosselmeyer, com¬ 
plete with beard, eye patch, and 
nutcracker. See you there! T

limbs still straight up in the air 
balancing the trees. 

Several women take turns 
lying on a bench and juggling var¬ 
ious objects with their feet. A log, 
a large flower pot, and finally a 
table, which is flipped around 
every-which direction and bal¬ 
anced on one corner. Ten women 
spin plates on sticks, three in each 
hand, while performing all kinds 
of acrobatics, including standing 
on each other’s shoulders and 
even on one foot atop another’s 
head while she turns around. 
Sixty plates spinning for ten min¬ 
utes and not a single one dropped. 

During a display of martial arts, 
one man balances on his chest on 
the sharp point of a trident. Then 
out come the bicycles, the acrobats 
doing the usual formations of 


bodies as they circle the stage, cul¬ 
minating in one spectacular pyra¬ 
mid with ten performers on one 
bike. In a particularly impressive 
section, six women spin hourglass¬ 
shaped tops along pieces on string 
held in both hands. They toss them 
around as easily as you might flip a 
quarter to a busker. One women 
tosses her top high into the air, 
does two walkovers, and finishes in 
time to catch the top again. 

Another young man builds his 
own tower of chairs on top of a 
table and does a handstand at the 
pinnacle after the addition of each 
one. Not something to try at 
home, the audience is advised. 

Somehow, all the corny humor 
works as well, for example in the 
magician’s act when he gets a vol¬ 
unteer from the audience and then 


dismisses him because he’s too big 
to fit in the basket. 

After an incredible finale of 
tumbling and human pyramids in¬ 
terlinked to form a human wall 
which rotates, the audience 
cheered wildly and gave these re¬ 
markable acrobats a well-deserved 
standing ovation. 

Leaving the theater, we ran into 
a friend who said that after seeing 
the show she wanted to learn to be 
an acrobat. And we realized, too, 
that we would love to do all those 
unbelievable stunts ourselves. 
That’s the thrill of seeing perform¬ 
ers who make it all seem so effort¬ 
less; everyone believes for a mo¬ 
ment that the skill is within their 
reach. But alas, no new tricks for 
these old dogs, just memories of an 
exciting evening. ▼

|A| hile harried holiday shoppers 
1Ju crowd retail stores this week- 
V W end and next, desperately 
searching for gifts that aren’t boring 
but that don’t cost a month s wages, 
those in the know will he down at Fort 
Mason Center’s Herbst Pavilion, 
leisurely buying handicrafts from the 
women who make and sell them. 

Nothing quite beats buying direct 
from the manufacturer, and each 
weekend at the Celebration of 
Craitswumen, some 140 women who 
sculpt wood and metal objects, weave 
fabrics, sew garments, assemble chil¬ 
dren’s toys, blow glass, fashion pottery, 
and otherwise create gift-worthy items 
will be on hand to display their wares 
and sell direct to shoppers, minus any 
middle-person. 

Now in its 20th year, the event is pre - 
sented by its beneficiary, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Women’s Building, the first 
women-owned and operated nonprofit 
female community center in the United 
States, The center will benefit from raf¬ 
fles held hourly during the event. In ad¬ 
dition, a silent auction will be held both 
weekends as the major fundraiser. 

Enlivening the marketplace will he 
several outstanding entertainers. On 
Saturday, Dec. 5, singer-songwriters 
Sharon Benson and Peggy Watson will 
alternate sets, performing from 11:30 
a.m. to 4 p.m.

On Sunday, Dec. 6, singer, actor, 
and dancer Susie Butler will play two 
shows in the late morning and early af¬ 
ternoon; later that day, the Prunella 
Sisters, with Pat Durant, will perform 
traditional Celtic music, along with 
Hungarian folk dancing.

Press for fun 

Language-impaired though we 
were, we loved reading the many 
manifestations of the British press.

In Self’s weekly Times column, 
he claimed to be grappling with 
incipient homosexuality (like so 
many Cabinet ministers recently). 
He considers a foray to the S&M 
haunt The Hoist, only to be 
brought up short when a friend 
advises him, “But you wouldn’t 
get in there, not without the right 
kit. They’re very proper about 
that on the fetish scene.

the Powerhouse, which was held 
the night of Turkey Day, or so we 
are given to understand. There 
must have been quite a few toms 
dragging their wattles through 
that Thanksgiving scene, but Pepi 
is known to have exclaimed, “I 
took a Viagra for this?”

Listen: it’s less foggy in London 
than here. Still, on the chill gray 
day on which we returned, we 
were glad to be back and catching 
up on our B.A.R. s. We enjoyed 
everything but the dropped copy 
off the very last line of our last lit¬ 
tle column.

on her great theatrical promise. 
But like Audrey II, this L.V. is a 
monster that could destroy her 
creators. 

Musical wonder 

Writer/director Mark Herman 
brought a wonderfully light touch 
to last year’s grassed Off, and he 
does the same creditable job here. 
In grassed Off, he took a gaggle of 
unsympathetic coal miners, made 
them real, and communicated a 
moving sense of musical wonder, 
seemingly from thin air. In Little 
Voice, he is blessed with a dream 
cast. Michael Caine and Brenda 
Blethyn are wonderfully rude and 
evil, in a uniquely wicked-sister 
way. And Ewan McGregor’s 
dimwitted telephone repairman is 
the perfect Prince Charming for 
the damaged L.V. Of course, the 
whole affair spins on the ability of 
Jane Horrocks to pull off L.V.’s 
transition from bed-bound 
recluse to show-stopping 
chanteuse, and Horrocks per¬ 
forms admirably — displaying 


both thespian talent and surpris¬ 
ing skill at vocal impersonation. 

In cinematic works of whimsy 
like Little Voice, the director is 
forced to balance fantasy and real¬ 
ity in such a way that the audience 
suspends disbelief just long 
enough for the narrative to win 
them over. But disbelief must be 
willingly surrendered, and not 
everyone can be expected to go 
along with Mark Herbert’s plan. 
The difficulty with Little Voice's 
premise is that once you figure out 
the set-up, there is nowhere to go. 
L.V. will succeed or she won’t; 
she’ll go along with Ray Say’s plan 
or she’ll opt out. Within this nar¬ 
rowly circumscribed box, the suc¬ 
cess of the film depends upon the 
playing. As Hamlet puts it, “the 
play’s the thing” that will catch the 
conscience of the king. Whether 
you’re caught or not, all the players 
deliver superlative performances, 
and Little Voice stands as a tasty 
morsel in this year’s Yuletide ban¬ 
quet of cinematic treats. T

three or four things going on at 
any one time,” he said.

Fetish: An Anthology of Fetish 
Fiction; John Yau, editor; Four 
Walls Eight Windows, $15.95 

H ike many terms from psy¬ 
chology that have entered 

M our everyday language, the 
word fetish has come to mean 
much more than it originally did. 
Literally, a fetish is a small charm 
or amulet used in sorcery and 
magic. Freud and other early psy¬ 
choanalysts appropriated this 
concept to describe those situa¬ 
tions in which a person’s erotic 
drives become focused on some 
object or symbol (a shoe, a lock of 
hair) of that which they cannot 
obtain. More recently, however, 
the word seems to have attained a 
broader meaning. It can refer to 
an unrequited longing for many 
things, not just the sexual. And it’s 
sometimes even used to explain 
away bizarre behavior or person¬ 
ality traits. “Oh, that’s just a fetish 
of his,” we might say of an ac¬ 
quaintance’s odd habits. 

In the introduction to his book 
Fetish: An Anthology of Fetish Fic¬ 
tion, editor John Yau makes the 
case in favor of the broader inter¬ 
pretations of fetishism. “Fetish 
was (and is) the idol, the manifes¬ 
tation of the distant and unob¬ 
tainable and therefore the wor¬ 
shipped,” he writes. “It is the sleek 
new car that someone can never 
afford...” His list goes on to in¬ 


clude a variety of “desirables.” De¬ 
spite the relatively suggestive na¬ 
ture of the book’s cover art (a 
pierced navel above the unbut¬ 
toned fly of a pair of jeans), the 
contributors to Yau’s anthology 
dwell on more than merely sexu¬ 
al incidents of fetishism. 

Yau divides the book into three 
sections: I-You, I-It, and 

Us-Them. These divisions estab¬ 
lish Fetish as a kind of meditation 
on and examination of the con¬ 
cepts of love, identity and com¬ 
munity. The stories in the I-You 
section deal primarily with off¬ 
beat sexual relationships. In Kevin 
Killian’s “Wait Until Dark,” a 
young man tells the tale of his en¬ 
counters with a randy ex-con who 


uses such sexual props as human 
bones. The section also includes 
the late Charles Bukowski’s “Love 
for $17.50,” about a man’s love af¬ 
fair with a store mannequin, as 
well as stories about coprophilia 
and apartment-building voyeurs. 
To a certain extent, these stories of 
sexual peculiarities and obses¬ 
sions are the kind of thing that ca¬ 
sual perusers of Fetish in the 
bookstore might expect. 

The I-It section of Fetish, how¬ 
ever, contains some of the most 
interesting pieces in the book, 
helping elevate the collection 
above the realm of erotica. While 
there are more than a few treat¬ 
ments of sex and sexuality (such 
as one that examines necrophilia), 


many of the section’s stories tack¬ 
le the philosophical underpin¬ 
nings of fetishism, the nature of 
attraction, and even the nature of 
existence itself. Jessica Hagedorn’s 
“F,” for example, is a kind of prose 
poem, an updated “Song of My¬ 
self.” Indeed, much of the fiction 
in this section pushes the bound¬ 
aries between fiction/nonfiction, 
prose/poetry, and so on. One of 
them, Gordon Lish’s “The Feet of 
John Yau,” even challenges the 
concept of fetishism and the idea 
of an anthology based on the sub¬ 
ject. “And one more thing, ass¬ 
hole,” writes Lish near the end of 
his brief argument, “fetish, you 
looking for a fetish, what’s the 
fetish, where’s the fetish[?]” 

Revised fairy tale 

One of the few traditionally 
narrative pieces in the I-It section, 
Janice Eidus’ “Snow White and 
Her Seven Dicks” is a decidedly 
feminist take on the famous fairy 
tale, but it seems a little 
out-of-place here. 

In the final section of the col¬ 
lection, which Yau designates 
Us-Them, the stories are grouped 
around the theme of the individ¬ 
ual and his or her community and 
family. Some of the pieces, such as 
Yau’s “The Chinese Boy Who Lived 
Up To His Name” and Paul Bowles’ 
“Pages from Cold Point,” deal with 
the nature of national and cultur¬ 
al identity. Many of the others deal 
with the development of personal 
identity in relation to one’s family. 


Fetish is a curiously conceived 
anthology, not just because of the 
inherent strangeness of the sub¬ 
ject matter, but because of the 
breadth of the selections it offers. 
Many of the writers who con¬ 
tributed to the collection, such as 
Gordon Lish, Jonathan Lethem, 
and others, did so at the specific 
request of the editor. Because of 
this, one sometimes gets the sense 
that Fetish is a “class project” of 
sorts, filled with a.variety of sly al¬ 
lusions and “inside” jokes. 

But Yau does a good job of 
bringing in an array of other, 
often neglected voices. In addition 
to excerpts from such well-known 
writers as Bukowski and Bowles, 
Yau presents at least one writer 
here for the first time, the late 
A.G. Rizzoli, whose story, “Baker 
Betterlaugh Today,” which was 
written in 1934, is the first pub¬ 
lished work by the author. It’s also 
one of the stranger pieces in the 
collection; as a brief biographical 
statement points out, Rizzoli 
showed his work only to friends 
and relatives, who were often “be¬ 
wildered” by it. 

The beauty of Fetish is that it is 
a little bewildering. It has some 
predictable elements, but it also 
packs more than a few surprises. 
Those who pick it up in the hope 
of finding titillating erotic tales 
will find some of that, but also a 
little more. The book is a chal¬ 
lenging, fun and expansive look at 
a fascinating arena of human psy¬ 
chology. ▼ 


A half-life Down Under 


the son of famous 
and wealthy gay per¬ 
former, is a world 
apart from London’s 
mean streets. 

Author Drinnan 
tells the entire story 
as a recollection 
penned by John- 
ny/Vas. And Vas’ 
point of view is 
that of a jaded, 
world- weary vic¬ 
tim of life in the 
fast lane. Yet it is 
quite clear that 
Vas chooses this 
life as an act of 
will; the adults who surround 
him are as helpless as puppets, no 
competition for the iron will of a 
determined young adolescent. 
And part of Vas’ plan is to make 
the man he comes to love as a fa¬ 
ther also his lover. As one might 
expect, this eventuality is their un¬ 
doing. 

Despite its dark tone, Glove 
Puppet is compelling in the way it 



seduces the 
r^der into 
the skewed 
logic of its 
protagonist. 
The sexual re¬ 
lationship be¬ 
tween 

Shamash and 
Vas is made to 
seem both in¬ 
evitable, and 
strangely natur¬ 
al. Although not 
quite incest, it is 
pedophilia, and 
the world within 
the novel cannot 
be expected to be 
as understanding as the reader. 
The author’s insight into the awak¬ 
ening sexuality of young Vas, and 
his guided tour of Sydney’s gay 
scene make for interesting reading 
— and the lure of baths and 
back-room bars is palpable. Those 
who seek a dark half-life, led 
Down Under, will find the rewards 
of Glove Puppet irresistible. ▼

i a nickname the protagonist, 
Vaslav, is given at boarding 
school. Known as the son of a 
wealthy gay Australian choreogra¬ 
pher, the “glove puppet” moniker 
is slang for someone who is being 
fist-fucked. This graphic 
put-down is one of many young 
Vaslav will endure, starting with 
his lower-class beginnings as the 
child of a London prostitute, to 
the age of 21, where the novel 
ends. At that point, Vaslav is 
drinking, drugging, and fucking 
his way through Paris after his fa¬ 
ther, Martin Usher, has been mur¬ 
dered in prison. The entire narra¬ 
tive thread of Glove Puppet hangs 
on how and why Martin is even¬ 
tually murdered, and how Vaslav 
becomes his son and lover. 

Drinnan pens a dark story, full 
of both sexual longing and frus¬ 
tration. Although there is no 
shortage of sexual congress in the 
narrative, it rarely — if ever — 
brings happiness to anyone. Vaslav 
begins life as Johnny, a child who 
watches his mother die of a hero¬ 
in overdose in a London train sta¬ 
tion. Martin Usher, who has just 
lost his own son in a drowning ac¬ 
cident, impulsively picks up the 
newly orphaned seven-year-old 
Johnny and whisks him from the 
scene of his mother’s death. Mar¬ 
tin and Johnny call themselves 
Shamash and Vas, and strike a 
bargain in which the young boy 
from a London council flat re¬ 
turns to Australia and willingly as¬ 
sumes the identity of Shamash’s 
deceased son. Life in Sydney, as

ing Italian parents is directed at 
gay people. He rails against 
women who hang around “effem¬ 
inate homosexual men,” apparent¬ 
ly unaware that it isn’t gay men 
who are preventing him from 
finding a mate but the same soci¬ 
ety that, like him, reviles gay men. 

An equally self-deluded char¬ 
acter is 28-year-old Aimee, 225 
pounds and not attractive by con¬ 
ventional standards. She tries to 
maintain a sense of humor about 
being chased by fetishists — “It’s 
embarrassing ... I was dumped by 
a submissive!” — but it’s impossi¬ 


ble to reconcile her extended cry¬ 
ing jags with her claim that she’s 
“okay” with being overweight in a 
culture that has obviously mar¬ 
ginalized her for it. There’s also a 
queer undercurrent running 
through her story; her high school 
boyfriend turned out to be gay, 
and her dream is to get married 
and settle down not in the sub¬ 
urbs, but on Fire Island. 

Extra cheese 

In some ways the most dis¬ 
turbing of this group is Mikey 
Russo, a self-styled martyr in the 
singles scene. This fading Lothario 
is in his mid-fifties and is terrified 
at his increasing inability to score. 
He lies about his job and furnish-

well-suited to his subjects. There’s 
no way for a director to make a 
documentary about Heidi Fleiss 
without being accused of 
sleaze-mongering, so instead of 
worrying about his reputation 
and holding back, Broomfield 
digs right into the down and dirty 
of Fleiss’ story. He cruises Holly¬ 
wood Boulevard asking prosti¬ 
tutes about Fleiss and then takes 
them back to cheap hotel rooms 
for interviews. During one inter¬ 
view he zooms in so close on the 
greasy face of Ivan Nagy, Fleiss’ 
creepy boyfriend, that you can al¬ 
most smell the stale cigar smoke 
and Aqua Velva. And yet when he 
finally interviews the surprisingly 
honest and likable Fleiss at the 
end of the film, Broomfield is re¬ 
spectful and even sympathetic. 

Considering Broomfield’s 
affinity for the stories of trans¬ 
gressive women (besides the Fleiss 
and Wuornos films, the director 
also made the 1997 dominatrix 
documentary Fetishes), it was only 
a matter of time before he took on 
Hole frontwoman Courtney Love. 


es his apartment with cheesy sex 
images that say to women who 
come there, “If you’re not here to 
fuck, leave.” He has a religious de¬ 
votion to his beeper, which he 
uses to srieak out of dates with 
women he decries as “mutts.” 

The last of these casualties, 
Brenda Monte, also laments the 
onset of age as if it were a disease, 
but without Mikey’s rampant self- 
pity. Brenda simply wants a man 
who will give her money without 
expecting anything in return be¬ 
yond her sparkling, bawdy chatter. 
(“I don’t need dick ... I need 
cash.”) She’s the funniest of this 
lot, explaining with gusto her 
kleptomania, the number of guys 
who expose themselves to her 


For 1998’s Kurt and Courtney, 
Broomfield played amateur detec¬ 
tive in an attempt to uncover the 
“real story” behind the death of 
Love’s husband, Nirvana singer 
Kurt Cobain. After traveling to 
Seattle and interviewing scores of 
junkies and borderline psychotics, 
all Broomfield managed to dig up 
was a rumor about Love having 
Cobain murdered, a ludicrous 
charge that he nonetheless felt 
compelled to spend the rest of the 
film investigating. Like all of the 
director’s recent films, Kurt and 
Courtney is full of scandal and 
controversy. The only thing it 
lacks is any kind of real story 
other than Broomfield’s desper¬ 
ate, hapless search for one. 

After his floundering on Kurt 
and Courtney, it’s a fair guess that 
Broomfield has exhausted the cre¬ 
ative possibilities of the tabloid 
documentary. As he did a decade 
ago, it may be time for Broomfield 
to reinvent himself as a filmmak¬ 
er once again. ▼

comic mileage out of shots of this 
dog waiting patiently for his mis¬ 
tress to find her patron. 

Unmade Beds shows its victims 
— that’s surely what they are — 
primarily alone. The women are 
seen talking occasionally to a 
friend, but the men appear to have 
no one else in their lives. The 
straight community’s much-vaunt¬ 
ed ideal of family and community, 
which as gay people we’re supposed 
to emulate and aspire to, seems to 
have left these four behind. ▼
